The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was presented 
by the Secretary in the form of the printed program. 

The report of the Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements 
was presented by Dr. Charles A Powers, Chairman, who stated 
that there would be a dinner at the Denver Club at 7.30 o’clock, 
June 19. On June 21, at 2.15 P.M., an automobile drive to Morri- 
son, some twenty miles from Denver, had been arranged for 
the Fellows and the ladies and children accompanying them.

Dr. A. T. Bristow read a paper entitled ‘‘A Study of the Infec- 
tions.” 

Dr. Charles A. Powers then read a paper on “‘Acute Pneu- 
mococcus Infections of the Extremities.”

SECOND Day, JUNE 20—MORNING SESSION.

The Association met in Executive Session at 9.40, and was 
called to order by the President.

It was moved and seconded that the Secretary be authorized 
to cast the ballot as read. 

The Secretary reported that the ballot had been cast and the 
above list of officers elected. 

Dr. Arpad G. Gerster, the President-elect, addressed the 
Association, thanking the Fellows for the honor conferred upon 
him. 

Dr. Richard H. Harte, the retiring President, thanked Dr. 
Gerster for his very kind remarks. 

The Secretary reported that the Council! recommended to the 
Association that the clerical expenses of the Recorder be in- 
creased from one hundred dollars ($100) to one hundred and 
fifty dollars ($150), the reason for this increase in the appropria- 
tion being that the time required to edit the Transactions and 
the work involved in the editing of them has very much increased, 
and it is thought that the present salary is inadequate for the 
work done. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that the above recom- 
mendation be adopted. 

The Secretary announced that the Council recommended the 
following change in the By-Laws, Section XIII: ‘‘There shall 
be an annual assessment not exceeding twenty dollars, at the 
discretion of the Council, payable on the first day of the session.” 
At present the Section reads as follows: ‘There shall be an 
annual assessment of twenty dollars payable on the first day of 
the session.”” The recommendation of Council was approved, 
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and the vote on the proposed change of the By-Law will be 
taken at the next annual meeting.

Dr. Roberts presented the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Publication Committee be authorized to 
publish in a volume, for general sale to the medical profession, 
the papers and discussion on Anesthesia of this meeting; and 
that, in order to obtain the introduction of the volume to the 
salesrooms of all medical booksellers, the Committee have 
authority to arrange for its publication through the ordinary 
channels by which medical books are sold.” 

After some discussion, Dr. Roberts suggested that a clause, to 
the effect that the American Surgical Association did not hold 
itself responsible for any of the statements contained in these 
papers, be included in the resolution.

This resolution was further amended by placing the whole: 
matter in the hands of the Publication Committee. 

The amendment was accepted by Dr. Roberts, and the motion 
was then put and carried. 

Dr. Carmalt presented the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of the American Surgical 
Association that the administration of ether and nitrous oxide 
gas in the presence of a graduate in medicine in a hospital may 
be safely intrusted to a specially trained non-graduate in medi- 
eine: 

This was amended to read as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation that the administration of ether and nitrous oxide may be 
safely intrusted to an especially trained and skilled graduate 
nurse in the presence of a graduate in medicine. 

Dr. Harris moved that the foregoing resolution be referred to 
a committee of three, to be appointed by the Chair, to report 
on it next year. Seconded and carried. 

Dr. Roberts moved that the suggestion of the President in 
his Annual Address, that the Society visit the surgical clinics 
of Great Britain next summer, be referred to the Council for 
action next year. 

After some discussion the motion was amended to read as 
follows: Moved that the suggestion of the President to visit 
Great Britain be referred to the Committee on Annual Meeting, 
with suggestions from this body to make such arrangement as 
it thinks desirable, with power to act. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

The President appointed the following Committee to report 
on Dr. Carmalt’s resolution concerning the administration of 
anesthetics: Drs.

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was pre- 
sented by the Secretary in the form of the printed program.

The ladies of the party were invited to tea on the 
afternoon of tHe 30th by Miss Shepherd and Miss Armstrong, 
at the Hunt Club. :

‘Resolved, That the American Surgical Association deplores 
the death of Lord Lister, rejoices in his example and precepts, 
and reveres him as the saviour of countless lives.”’

“T feel very deeply that the resolution offered by Dr. Johnson 
should not pass as a simply formal matter. It has been said 
very truly that Sir Joseph Lister more than any other person 
made a new thing of surgery. The name of Listerian has come 
to us, and will remain with us to the end of time, as will the 
work Shakespearian. There have been few men in scientific 
lines, very few men in any walk of life, whose usefulness has 
been so great, and whose devotion to a cause has been more 
profound. I take great pleasure in adding a simple word to 
the resolution offered, and I do it with deep regret at the loss 
of the man whom we have all learned to revere.”

statement of the relative value of the operative and non- 
operative treatment of closed fractures of the long bones; to

Dr. Harry Sherman read a paper on “‘Congenital Dislocation of 
the Hip; A Rational Method of Treatment,’ which was dis- 
cussed by Dr. Halsted. 

Dr. Pilcher introduced the subject of the proposed Lister 
Memorial in London, England, and Glasgow, Scotland, and 
after detailing its objects, he presented the following resolution: 

‘Resolved, That the Council be requested, if the state of the 
treasury permit, to appropriate $500 as a contribution from the 
American Surgical Association to the Lister Memorial Fund, 
one-half to be placed at the disposal of the Glasgow Committee, 
and one-half at the disposal of the London Committee. 

“Resolved, That a Committee of five or more Fellows of this 
Association be appointed by the President to solicit further 
subscriptions from the surgeons of America, the contributions 
to be placed as above specified. 

“Possibly not less than $5000 should represent the amount 
which American surgeons should contribute toward the erection 
of an appropriate memorial to this man.” 

On motion, which was duly seconded, the above resolutions 
were referred to Council. 

Dr. Gibson, the Treasurer, said that he had during the past 
year invested about $2000 in bonds, leaving but a small surplus 
to pay current expenses. It would necessitate using.a part of 
the Association’s principal if a contribution of $500 were voted 
from the treasury. 

A request was presented from the American Gynecological 
Association that two members be appointed from the American 
Surgical Association to form part of a committee to be organized 
for the recognition and treatment of cancer. Dr. John G. Clark, 
of the American Gynecological Association, spoke of the scope of 
this committee. 

It was moved and seconded that the request of the American 
Gynecological Association be granted, and that the President 
appoint two Fellows as representatives of the American Surgical 
Association. 

The President appointed Dr. George E. Brewer and Dr. 
Joseph C. Bloodgood. 

The topic chosen for discussion by the Committee on Annual 
Meeting, “Surgery of the Cardiovascular System,”’ was pre- 
sented by the following Fellows: 
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Dr. Francis T. Stewart read a paper on ‘‘Five Cases of Suture 
of the Heart.” 

Dr. Rudolph Matas read a paper on “Observations and Com- 
mentaries on the Surgery of the Aorta.” 

Dr. William S. Halsted read a paper entitled ‘Spiral Bands 
of the Fresh Aortic Wall for the Production of Partial Occlusion 
in the Treatment of Aneurysm, Particularly of the Aorta.” 

Dr. Willy Meyer presented a paper on “The Surgery of the 
Pulmonary Artery.” 

Dr. Leonard Freeman read a paper on ‘Arteriovenous 
Anastomosis in Threatened Gangrene of the Foot.” 

These papers were discussed together by Drs. Lund, Lilienthal, 
Thompson, Mr. Thomson, and in closing by Drs. Stewart, 
Willy Meyer, and Freeman. 

Dr. George W. Crile read a paper on “Laryngectomy for 
Cancer.’ This was discussed by Dr. Bloodgood.

TurrD Day, May 8—MorRNING SESSION 


The Association met in Executive Session at 9.15, and was 
called to order by the President. 

Dr. John Bapst Blake reported that the Auditing Committee 
had examined the accounts of the Treasurer and Secretary, 
and found the same to be correct. 

It was moved and seconded that the report be accepted and 
the accounts filed. 

The Secretary read the following telegram in answer to the 
one sent to Mrs. Maurice H. Richardson: “To the Secretary 
of the American Surgical Association: I am deeply grateful for 
the message of sympathy and appreciation of Dr. Richardson 
sent me by the American Surgical Association. Signed, Margaret 
W. Richardson.” 

The Secretary reported that the Council approved the request 
of Dr. Frederic H. Gerrish to be placed on the Senior Roll. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that this request be 
granted. 

The Secretary reported that the Council recommends the 
appropriation of $500 for the Lister Memorial, $250 of which 
will go to the London Committee and $250 to the Glasgow 
Committee, and that additional subscriptions shall be solicited 
only from the Fellows of the Association. 
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Dr. Pilcher moved the acceptance of the proposition as made 
by the Council. This was seconded and carried. 

The President appointed Dr. Lewis S. Pilcher and Dr. W. W. 
Keen to collect subscriptions for the Lister Memorial. 

The Secretary stated that the Council recommends for 
endorsement a resolution received from the Western Surgical 
Association, which reads as follows: 

‘Resolved, That it is the intention of this Association not 
to countenance the practice of fee-splitting in its members nor 
in its applicants for membership, and that we incorporate in 
the application blank for membership in this Association a 
clause to be signed by the applicant stating that he does not 
now practice and will abstain in the future from the practice 
of fee-splitting in any form and that he will not countenance it 
in others. 

‘It is further suggested that this Association would be pleased 
to receive the resignation of any member, if such there be, 
who feels that he is not willing to live up to this provision. 

‘ Resolved, That the Western Surgical Association ask the 
codperation of the various American Surgical Associations, the 
State and Interstate Medical Associations, and the Regents of 
the State Universities to coéperate with this Association in 
the suppression of both the secret and open fee-splitting evil 
in its various forms.” 

On motion of Dr. Gibson, which was duly seconded, the 
above resolutions were endorsed. 

The Secretary stated that in view of the heavy expenditures 
this year the Council recommends that the dues for r1o14, 
payable on the first day of the meeting, shall be $20. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that this recommendation 
be adopted.

THE REPORT .OF THE COMMITTEE ON FRACTURES. 


On account of the fact that the Chairman of the Committee 
was taken ill at a critical period of the Committee’s work, 
when it was not fully determined what the allotment for each 
member should be and how they were to connect their several 
assignments, the Committee has not prosecuted its investiga- 
tions to the broad extent mapped out in the preliminary report 
of last year. 

Besides, the Committee finds an almost insuperable difficulty 
in obtaining reliable data and properly kept records of fractures, 
especially data of end-results. 

Some standardized method of records, and the necessity 
of knowing end-results of major fractures has been so forcibly 
brought to the attention of the Committee that it would request 
the American Surgical Association to adopt a resolution urging 
upon the Fellows of the Association to standardize their observa- 
tions and records, and to follow their fracture cases to their 
final results. 
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The Committee begs, therefore, to report progress. It presents 
tentative reports on operative treatment of fractures and the 
treatment of compound fractures, and suggests a continuance 
of the work.

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was pre- 
sented by the Secretary in the form of the printed program. 

The Chairman of the Adjunct Local Committee of Arrange- 
ments announced that printed programs of the various enter- 
tainments had been distributed in the hotels to each Fellow, 
and that daily additional announcements would be made during 
the sessions of the meeting. 

The Secretary stated that in view of the fact that the report 
of the Committee on Fractures was a scientific communication, 
he had taken the liberty of placing the same on the scientific 
program, the report to be read on Thursday morning, June 10, 
at g o’clock, and asked for an expression of opinion with regard 
to this step. It was accepted as agreeable to the Association. 

The Secretary stated that he had received on behalf of the 
Association an invitation to send delegates to the meeting of the 
Section on Hygiene and Dermography of the Second Pan- 
American Congress in San Francisco on June 17, 18, and 19. 
He had replied that the members would be in session in Rochester 
a week previous, and probably would not arrive in San Fran- 
cisco until June 22. 

The Secretary also presented an invitation, with plans of the 
building, etc., from the George Washington Memorial Associa- 
tion, which proposes te erect in Washington a memorial building 
for scientific activities throughout the country, with a request 
from said Association that the American Surgical Association 
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give a sum of money for permanent quarters in such a building. 
Dr. Huntington moved that this matter be referred to the 
Council for consideration. Seconded and carried. 

The Secretary read a request from the American College of 
Surgeons that the American Surgical Association appoint three 
of its Fellows to serve on the Board of Governors, thus making 
one of some ten different societies to act in this manner. Dr. 
Huntington moved that this matter be referred to Council for 
action. Seconded and carried. 

The Secretary presented an invitation from the Second Pan- 
American Scientific Congress, asking members of the American 
Surgical Association to attend the meeting from December 22, 
1915, to January 8, 1916, in Washington, D. C., and stated 
that he had replied that he would lay the invitation before the 
Association. 

Dr. Gibson moved that the Association send a cable to Profes- 
sor Depage, expressing deep sympathy at the loss of Madame 
Depage. 

Seconded and carried by a standing vote.

Dr. Edward Martin then read a paper on “Partial Occlusion 
in the Treatment of Aneurism.”’ Discussed by Drs. Bevan, 
Lilienthal, Gerster, Eliot, Hamann, Ransohoff, Elting, and in 
closing by Dr. Martin. 

Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan offered the following resolutions in 
the form of a motion: 

Resolved, That the American Surgical Association congratulate 
the President and Regents of the University of Minnesota upon 
their acceptance of the Mayo Foundation as a part of the medical 
work of the University. 

Resolved, That the American Surgical Association believes 
that the establishment of such a Foundation under such Uni- 
versity control furnishes a great opportunity to advance 
graduate medical teaching and develop medical research in this 
country. 

Dr. Thomas W. Huntington, in seconding the motion spoke 
as follows: ‘‘I rise, compelled by a deep sense of obligation and 
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gratitude to the men who have been the inspiration and the 
genius of the institution whose guests we are today, to second 
the resolution offered by Dr. Bevan, of Chicago. I do this 
because I feel that a word could be said on a little broader plane 
than that occupied by the former speaker. And right here, and 
today, I want to say to the University of Minnesota, which is 
represented so ably by Dr. Moore, that they know little of the 
significance of the undertaking which they have assumed, nor 
of the bigness of the generosity of those who have given this 
plant to the University of Minnesota. I want to say further 
to the men of Minnesota, professional and otherwise, that they 
have assumed an obligation which they and their children will 
be obligated to carry out and support, and whose benefit will 
come to them in a way they little dream of today. And to the 
people of the great Northwest territory, that wonderful land, 
will come an inspiration for other institutions and for greater 
benefits to flow to other peoples than this. I want to say in all 
seriousness, if the endowment which is behind this gift be not 
adequate, you need have no fear. There never has been an 
undertaking of this sort, distinctly in the interest of progressive 
scholarship of intellectual force, which has not received a gen- 
erous and adequate support through all time. Other gifts will 
come to the University of Minnesota; you may hope for great 
things which just as surely will come to you as the sun follows 
the darkness, as the day follows the night.” 

The resolution was carried by a standing vote of the Asso- 
ciation.

The Secretary reported that with ‘regard to the invitation 
from the George Washington Memorial Association the Council 
considers that at present there is no intention of the Association 
to establish a library or museum. After careful consideration 
a few years ago the Association deemed it unwise to establish 
a permanent home in Washington. Your Council therefore sees 
no reason to change this policy, and would recommend the in- 
vitation to participate in the Washington Memorial be declined. 

Moved that this report be received and adopted. 

Seconded and carried. 

The Secretary reported that the Council had considered a 
request from the American College of Surgeons to appoint three 
Fellows from the Association to serve on their Board of Govern- 
ment. Your Council feel that the purposes of the American 
College of Surgeons are most commendable, but their field is 
totally different from the objects of our Association. There is 
no precedent in the American Surgical Association for appoint- 
ing officers in other Societies, and your Council therefore recom- 
mends that it would be unwise at this time to accept the invita- 
tion of the American College of Surgeons.

Dr. William L. Estes, as chairman, made the report of the 
Committee on Fractures, which is as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FRACTURES 


According to the program and the directions contained in the 
Resolution adopted by the Association at its last annual meeting, 
the Committee on Fractures has this year only made preparation 
for its final report. 

As the Association recommended, the form of record and 
schedule of fractures adopted by the Association last year were 
presented to and adopted by the Surgical Section of the American 
Medical Association, were sent to all the principal railroads and 
industrial establishments of the East and Middle West, and the 
standard form of record was adopted by most of them. It was 
also formally adopted by the New York and New England 
Association of Railway Surgeons, by the National Conference on 
First Aid, by the Pennsylvania Railroad Surgical Association, by 
the Medical Society of the State of Pennsylvania, by the Medical 
Department of the United States Army, and by the United States 
Public Health Department. 

Besides these organizations a number of industrial corporations 
and hospitals have taken the blanks as their models and have 
furnished their institutions with similar blanks. 

The Committee has sent out to date 7500 of these blank reports. 

The general adoption of these forms is encouraging, but it will 
do little good unless the records are faithfully kept, and unless 
these records, when: properly completed after the patients have 
returned to work, are sent to the committee for analysis and 
included in its final report to this Association. 

The Committee begs, therefore, every Fellow of this Associa- 
tion to use his influence and efforts constantly to see that these 
reports be kept faithfully and fully, and to have copies sent to 
the Committee when the records are completed. 

The Committee will endeavor from this time on to collect and 
collate these reports, and hopes next year to be able to make its 
final report.

Executive Session. Meeting called to order at 9.05 A.M. 

The Secretary reported that the Council recommended the 
names of the following Fellows to be transferred to the Senior 
Fellowship: Drs.

should not prevent the recommendation of such candidates at 
any meeting following their withdrawal. Dr. Gerster referred 
this matter to the Council and the Secretary further stated that 
the Council recommends to the Association the following: ‘That 
the names of all candidates that have not been recommended for 
active membership three years after nomination be withdrawn 
and their sponsors notified, and that such action shall not 
prevent the recommendation of such candidates at any meeting 
following their withdrawal. This does not apply to names 
rejected by the Council.’ 

On motion this recommendation of the Council was carried. 
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Dr. Gibbon stated that the Council recommended to the 
Association that at the general meetings of the Congress of 
Physicians and Surgeons at Washington the Association have its 
first session on the day preceding the meeting of the Congress. 

Seconded and carried. 

Dr. Carmalt moved that this proposition be transmitted to 
the Executive Committee of the Congress. 

Seconded and carried. 

Dr. Gibbon also stated that the Council recommended for 
adoption by the Association the following suggestions: ‘That 
in order to secure publication in the Transactions the discussions 
and other material for publication must be in the hands of the 
Recorder within thirty days of the meetings.” 

Seconded. 

Dr. Lilienthal raised the objection that it might be possible 
that the discussion might not be received for correction in time 
to abide by this ruling. 

Dr. Gerrish stated that as he had the misfortune to be the 
Chairman of the Committee on Necrology, it was frequently 
impossible for him to obtain the notices of deceased members 
within thirty days of the meeting. 

The Secretary then moved that the motion be made as follows: 
“That in order to secure publication in the Transactions the 
discussions and other material for publication must be in the 
hands of the Recorder within thirty days following its receipt 
by the Fellows for correction.”

Dr. Gibbon stated that the President of the Association re- 
ported that the President of the United States had appointed 
Dr. Richard H. Harte to represent the Association on the 
National Board of Standardization. The President, Dr. 
LeConte, appointed’ Dr. Edward Martin, Dr. John Bapst Blake, 
and Dr. Emmet Rixford on the National Committee of First 
Aid at a time when it was impossible to gain the consent of the 
Association, and Dr. LeConte therefore asked that his action 
in this matter be approved by the Fellows. 

It was moved and seconded and carried that the foregoing 
action of the President of the Association be approved. 

Dr. Charles L. Gibson reported that the Auditing Committee 
had examined the accounts of the Treasurer and Secretary and 
found them to be correct. It did not audit the account of the 
Committee on Entertainment, as one of the members of the 
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Auditing Committee was on the Entertainment Committee, and 
it had, therefore, asked Dr. Buchanan to audit this report. 

Dr. Buchanan reported that he had examined the report of 
the Entertainment Committee and had found the same to be 
correct. 

Dr. Gerrish reported that the Committee on Necrology had 
received notice of the deaths, since last meeting, of the following 
Fellows: Drs.

Dr. Mixter addressed the Association as follows: ‘‘Fellows of 
the Association, you have honored me more than I deserve, and 
I only trust there is something that I can do that will repay you 
for your confidence. There is plenty of work ahead for the 
surgeons - and plenty of work ahead for this Association. The 
surgeon in the next few years must repair the damages that are 
being inflicted daily, and we must all push ahead and try to 
remove the disgrace of our unpreparedness.

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was presented 
by the Acting Secretary in the form of the printed program. 

Dr. William L. Estes, as Chairman, made the report of the 
Committee on Fractures, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON [FRACTURES 
Though the Committee sent out 6850 copies of the official 
blank for collecting data, and directly or through the assistance 
of the associate members throughout the United States and 
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Canada enlisted the promised help of many hospitals and a large 
number of industrial establishments and railroads, the chair- 
man received only 79 reports from these establishments and 
railroads. 

The Surgeon-Generals of the Army and Public Service Depart- 
ment also adopted the form, and from these services 149 reports 
were received. 

The several members of the committee have collected from 
their own services and hospital connection something like 350 
reports. 

Obviously this data is not sufficient upon which to base the 
conclusive standardization for which the committee is working. 

The Workmen’s Compensation Board of Pennsylvania has 
officially adopted the Association’s forms of report, and has 
agreed to give the committee the benefit of its collection. 

By persistent effort through another year hospital surgeons 
and hospital managements may be induced so to record their 
cases of fractures that your committee may receive sufficient 
data to make a final report, one of value and importance. 

The committee therefore reports progress, and leaves to the 
Association the determination as to whether or not the committee 
shall be continued. 

The committee wishes gratefully to acknowledge and to 
express its thanks to the Surgeon-Generals of the Army and 
Public Service Department for their help. Also the committee 
wishes to mention and to extend thanks for special assistance 
given by our Associate Members, Drs. Thompson, of Galveston, 
and Jonas, of Omaha, in collecting and sending in the only 
reports received from railroads.

On Thursday, May 31, a luncheon at the Tavern Club, to 
be given by Dr. John Bapst Blake and Dr. Fred B. Lund; at 
the conclusion of the Thursday afternoon session, a clam bake 
by Dr. and Mrs. Mixter, at Swampscott; the annual dinner to 
be held at the Harvard Club on Friday evening, June 1, at 
seven o'clock; on Saturday afternoon, June 2, the members 
of the Association and ladies to be entertained at dinner by 
Dr. and Mrs. Gage, at Shrewsbury. 

The acting Secretary presented the report of the Committee 
which was appointed by the President, at the 1916 meeting, at 
the request of the Council of National Defense, to memorialize 
the American Surgical Association and to find out what each 
Fellow could and would do. This Committee consisted of Dr. 
Richard H. Harte, Chairman, Dr. Fred. T. Murphy and Dr. 
Eugene H. Pool. As Dr. Harte and Dr. Murphy were in Eng- 
land and Dr. Pool was unable to attend this meeting on account 
of Government work, it was moved and seconded that the 
report, which is a long tabulation of the status of each member 
of the Association, be filed.

The committee, after careful consideration of the subject, 
respectfully recommends that of the first twenty editions of the 
volumes—1 to 20—twenty copies be kept. Of the number 
20 to 34 it is the opinion of the committee that a larger number 
of the surplus volumes be kept, as it may be possible to obtain 
them from those now on hand. ‘This recommendation is made 
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as the committee believes there will in the future be a larger 
demand for these than first, as above stated.

“WHEREAS, The control of syphilis in our civil population 
and in our military and naval forces urgently requires an unlim- 
ited supply of salvarsan or its allied substances; be it therefore 

“ Resolved, That the Association urge upon Congress the neces- 
sity of providing a means whereby the manufacture of these 
drugs in this country may be legally carried on and the output 
placed at the disposal of the medical profession and the medical 
corps of the army and navy at a reasonable price.” 

The acting Secretary read a letter addressed to the Associa- 
tion from Dr. Oscar H. Allis, Philadelphia, making the sugges- 
tion that anyone desiring to contribute $100 might thereby 
send to any hospital in which he was interested the Transactions 
of the American Surgical Association in perpetuity. 

The acting Secretary reported that the Council recommended 
the names of the following Fellows for Senior Fellowship: Drs. 
Robert Abbe, Estes, Wharton, Powers, Shepherd, Cole, and 
Pilcher. Motion seconded and carried. 

Dr. LeConte stated that some of the officers of the Association 
had already been called to war, and that others were awaiting 
orders.

First Day, JUNE 6—MoRNING SESSION 


Executive Session. The Association met in the Auditorium of 
the New Cincinnati Medical College, and was called to order in 
executive session by the President, Dr. Thomas W. Huntington, 
at 9.30 A.M. 

Invthezabsence of the Secretary, Dr, John H:iGibbon, Dr. 
Francis T. Stewart assumed the duties of this office. 

The Acting Secretary called the roll and stated that he had 
received letters of regret from the following Fellows:

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Dr. Stewart, at the suggestion of the Council, then read the 
folowing letter from General Finney:

My bDEAR Dr. STEWART.—I have not complied earlier with 
your request of some time ago to send a message from the “front” 
as to our work, to the Fellows of the American Surgical Asso- 
clation, because we were still in the formative period of our 
organization and there was very little to say. 

Now, however, I am glad to be able to state that the clinical 
surgical work of the army, which has been committed to our 
care, is fairly well organized, and we are beginning to see results. 
The work has been divided into several departments: Ortho- 
pedics, headed by Major Goldthwait; Genito-urinary; Venereal 
Diseases and Dermatology, by Major Young; X-rays, by Major 
Case; Neurological Surgery, by Major Cushing; Maxillo-facial 
Surgery, by Major Blair; Ear, Nose and Throat, by Major 
McKernon, and Research, by Major Crile. The department of 
Ophthalmology has not as yet been organized. My own official 
family consists of Majors Peck, W. A. Fisher, Jr., Harte, and 
Captain J. L. Yates. In addition to the strictly clinical side of 
the work we have organized an experimental surgical department 
in connection with the Central Laboratory, under the direction 
of Major Cannon. The union between the laboratory and the 
hospital is very close because we feel that the two are mutually 
dependent upon each other so far as making real advances in our 
knowledge and treatment of war wounds is concerned. 

The character of the work done in all of the hospitals is excel- 
lent. Especially creditable, I believe, is the record made by 
Evacuation Hospital No. 1 which was our first try-out in acute 
war surgery. It may be interesting to the Fellows of the Ameri- 
can Surgical Association to know that the work done in that 
hospital by Majors Pool and Vaughn and Captains McWilliams 
and Heuer under the supervision of the secretary of the Asso- 
ciation, Major Gibbon as Surgical Consultant, is of a very high 
order, and the results obtained compare very favorably with 
those obtained in the best French and English hospitals. We 
hope as time goes on to develop an organization that will give 
results second to none. It would seem, judging from the char- 
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acter of the men in charge of the different departments, and 
those doing the active surgical work, that this hope was justified. 
I want to bear testimony to the splendid spirit of codperation 
which exists between all the departments of the medical service. 
Of course, in a new machine, particularly one of such magnitude 
as this, and where in a way we are all novices, a little experience 
and some readjustment of the machinery will be found neces- 
sary from time to time. More active codperation between the 
home organization and the one over here would be advantageous. 
Steps have been taken to bring this about, and in the near future 
I feel sure we shall have a medical and surgical organization in 
active codperation in the American Expeditionary Forces in 
France, of which we can all be justly proud. 

I know I am speaking for all the Fellows here when I say that 
we are sorry not to be able to attend the Cincinnati meeting. 
But there is not one here who would want to return until this job 
is finished; and there is only one way in which it can be finished 
in order to make the enormous sacrifices already made worth 
while, namely, in a complete and crushing victory for the Allied 
forces. No one here is discouraged. We are simply more deter- 
mined than ever to see it through to a victorious end.

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was pre- 
sented by Dr. Gibbon in the form of the printed program, and 
was so accepted. 

Dr. John B. Roberts presented the report of the local Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, announcing that the Dinner for the 
Association was to be held on Tuesday evening and that it had 
been ascertained that it would not interfere with any part of 
the Program of the Congress of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Dr. William L. Estes reported for the Committee on Fractures 
that, on account of the prevailing conditions of the last year, 
it had been utterly impracticable for the Committee to collect 
any further data, that the Committee had simply marked time, 
and that if the Association did not consider the request too 
much of a perennial the Committee would respectfully ask to 
be continued one more year. A motion to so continue the 
Committee on Fractures was carried. 

Dr. John B. Roberts presented the Report of the Committee 
on Necrology, prefacing the reading of the report by saying: 
“Dr. Gerrish, our very eminent and lovable friend in Portland, 
sent to me, as the junior member of the Committee on Necrology, 
an urgent note asking me to take charge of the matter this 
year, and saying that it is his desire that he be not reélected to 
the Committee on Necrology, as he is in poor health.”’ 

The Report of the Committee on Necrology was presented 
by Dr. John B. Roberts: 

Dr. F. H. Gerrish, who for many years has been Chairman 
of the Committee, has requested the undersigned to act in his 
place during the past year. He also desires that the Association 
do not place him upon the Committee for the coming year, 
giving as his reason the impaired condition of his health. It 
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would seem to be appropriate that a Minute be made in recog- 
nition of his faithful service. 

During the past year the Association has lost by death Dr. 
Gwilym G. Davis, of Philadelphia; Dr. James E. Moore, of 
Minneapolis; Dr. J. Ewing Mears, of Philadelphia. Dr. William 
J. Taylor has agreed to prepare a Memoir of Dr. Davis; Dr. 
Arthur A. Law, of Minneapolis, the notice of Dr. Moore; and 
Dr. W. W. Keen, a biographical record of Dr. Mears. 

The notice of Prof. Theodor Kocher, whose death was formerly 
reported, has not reached the Committee, but its preparation is 
in the hands of our Honorary Fellow, Mr. Harold J. Stiles, of 
Edinburgh, from whom it will probably be received in time 
for the next volume of the Transactions. There has not been 
received any biographical notice of Prof. S. Pozzi, of Paris, an 
Honorary Fellow, whose death occurred recently. The Com- 
mittee would be glad to have suggestions as to an appropriate 
writer of such a record.

Dr. John H. Gibbon moved that a vote of appreciation of 
the long services of Dr. Gerrish, Chairman of the Committee 
on Necrology, be communicated to him. Carried. 

Under New Business, Dr. John B. Roberts offered the sugges- 
tion to Council that the name of the Committee on Necrology 
be changed to that of Committee on Archives. He explained 
that in the Miitter Museum of the College of Physicians of 
Philadelphia there is a collection of the photographs of the 
Active and Honorary Fellows which it seemed very desirable 
to complete. To this collection it was probable that quite a 
number of historical data and memorials of the Fellows might 
be added in the course of years. In view of this a Committee 
on Archives would seem to be a better title than Committee on 
Necrology, the function of which had originally been only to 
obtain obituaries of deceased Fellows. 

Upon motion the Recommendation of Dr. Roberts was 
seconded and carried. 

The President, under New Business, stated that early in the 
winter he had received a request from the Department of Science 
and Research of the Council of National Defense, acting for the 
National Research Council, that the Association appoint some- 
one to represent it in the Division of Medicine of the National 
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Research Council. Inasmuch as the codperation of a member 
from the Association was desired before the time of the present 
meeting, after consultation with such Fellows of the Association 
as had been possible the President had taken the liberty of 
making such appointment in the person of Dr. George W. Crile, 
of Cleveland, and now asked that the appointment be sanctioned 
if it met with the approval of the Association. Upon motion the 
appointment made by the President was sanctioned. 

The executive session adjourned at 10.45 A.M. 

General Session. Dr. Arpad G. Gerster occupied the Chair 
while the President, Dr. Lewis S. Pilcher, delivered his Address 
entitled ‘The Influence of War Surgery upon Civil Practice.” 

Dr. Gerster expressed his confidence in the unanimous opinion 
of all present of their indebtedness to the President for his 
Address, so full of historical interest and practical susgestiveness, 
and his belief that all would join with the Chair in thanking Dr. 
Pilcher for the very interesting half-hour he had given them. 

The President resumed the Chair and, introducing Dr. Antoine 
Depage, of La Panne, Belgium, said: ‘‘The response of the 
Fellows demonstrates that it is unnecessary that I should add 
any words, yet I cannot omit the privilege of expressing my own 
appreciation, and thereby the appreciation, I believe, of every 
Fellow of the American Surgical Association, to our honored 
guest this morning, who, after his labors of the last four dreadful 
years, has come over to spend a few weeks with us, and honors 
us this morning by presenting some of the records of the work 
which he has done in La Panne. I have the honor of introducing 
to the Association Dr. Antoine Depage, of La Panne, Belgium, 
who will read a paper on “‘General Considerations as to the 
Treatment of War Wounds.” 

Dr. PircHER: ‘‘How much we have appreciated Dr. Depage’s 
paper it is impossible for me to say. I ask our distinguished 
guest to believe that his presence with us and his contribution 
are deeply appreciated by his American colleagues.” 

The President requested that the names of colleagues not 
Fellows of the Association be given to the Secretary, that they 
might be given the privilege of the floor.

Dr. Clarence A. McWilliams, New York City, and (by invita- 
tion) Dr. William B. Hetzel, Pittsburgh, presented a paper on 
“Report of Eighty-two Cases of Knee-joint War Injuries from 
Evacuation Hospital No. 1, A. E. F., with Remarks on the 
Willems Treatment by Immediate Closure and Subsequent 
Mobilization and the Management of the Subsequent Infection 
by Drainage and Mobilization.”” Discussed by Drs. Bunts and 
Jopson.

Upon motion by Dr. Robert G. Le Conte, seconded by Dr. 
William L. Estes, the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot 
for the election of the officers named. Ballot cast. 

The President, addressing Dr. George E. Brewer, said he 
had the great pleasure of informing him that he had been selected 
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by his colleagues to become President of the American Surgical 
Association. 

Dr. GEORGE E. BREWER: Fellows of the Association: I am 
sure you must all appreciate how difficult, how impossible, it is 
for me to formulate any adequate or appropriate reply to the 
announcement which has just been made. It is some years 
ago—I think, to be accurate, about thirty-six or thirty-seven— 
that I first heard+ of thesexistence "of ‘the “American Surgical 
Association. I was a student of medicine at the time, and I 
remember, as distinctly as if it were yesterday, reading a news- 
paper article which contained a report of a meeting of this 
Association. Although only a second-year student, I had 
already determined to follow, as far as possible in my profes- 
sional activities, the lines of surgery, and I recognized the 
names of many of those who took part in that meeting. They 
were unknown perhaps to some of you. There were Gross and 
Agnew and Hamilton and Parker and Bigelow and Cheever and 
Moore and a large number of others; and even upon my imma- 
ture medical mind, those names impressed me with the fact that 
they were master minds of the surgery of America, and in that 
moment there was born in me a hope, an ambition, that I might 
sometime qualify for membership in this Association. That 
hope was realized some twenty years later, and since that time 
I have been content to serve in the ranks of this small but 
distinguished army of American surgeons, never for a moment 
considering even the possibility of being selected presiding 
officer, for the reason that I realize more than any one of you 
the fact that there are in this Association literally scores of men 
who have so far excelled me in surgical achievements, in success- 
ful research, in scientific discovery and in professional leadership, 
that it is almost absurd that I should be chosen to this office. 
But, gentlemen, in the few moments which have elapsed since 
I have known of the action of your Committee, my mind has 
been filled with varied emotions, of which surprise is perhaps the 
most prominent, mingled with possibly a pardonable feeling 
of pride and gratification, and withal a certain amount of embar- 
rassment, which render it difficult for me to analyze the situation 
as to why this selection was made. However, I want to convey 
to you my sincerest and most heartfelt thanks for the kind 
thought and friendly motive which have prompted you to make 
this decision and to confer upon me this wholly undeserved and 
unexpected honor. 
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The Chair asked Dr. John B. Roberts and Dr. William L. 
Estes to escort the newly elected President to the platform.

Dr. George W. Crile, referring to his duty as a member of 
the Research Council representing the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation, said there was to be an international research council 
of Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan and the United States, 
to be held in Brussels, and that five delegates have been asked 
to attend the meeting, one of whom was to be a surgeon. Since 
he would be unable to attend this meeting, Dr. Crile suggested 
that Dr. Fred T. Murphy be invited to go as his substitute, 
with Dr. Charles L. Gibson as an alternate. Upon motion a 
Resolution to this effect was passed. 

Dr. Crile further presented, by instruction of the Medical 
Section of the National Research Council, the following com- 
munication from a meeting of the Allied Powers held in France: 
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“The representatives of the Scientific Academies of the 
Nations at War with the Central Powers, assembled to consider 
future international codperation in science, deem it impossible 
to resume personal relations with the members of the scientific 
bodies of those Powers until such bodies shall be truly represen- 
tative of a national spirit that renounces the political methods 
and the forms of warfare which have violated previously accepted 
conventions and ideals, and have shocked and outraged the 
civilized world.” 

Dr. CHARLES A. Powers: Personally I am very much in 
favor of some action of this sort by this Association. 

Dr. CritE:* I might say that the National Research Council, 
in which this was discussed, and by which the communication 
was referred to this Association, was very much in favor of it. 
If I might add a personal word, I would say that we have had a 
war, and we know we have had a war; we have been into it up 
to our necks. I, for one, do not want to see us relax our efforts 
until the peace terms are signed. As a duty to the men who 
died, we, as scientific men, ought to stand by at the present time. 

Dr. FRANK E. Bunts: In seconding most heartily what 
Dr. Crile has said, I wish to call attention to the communication 
received from the Dean of the University of Lille. In this he 
states that when the German medical men came into Lille 
they forced the sick people of the civilian population out of the 
hospital beds, not inquiring whether there were other means 
of caring for them. Not only did they do this, but they appro- 
priated to themselves all instruments, destroyed the records of 
the hospital and carried away with them everything they could 
possibly use. That which they could not use was destroyed. 
When the hospital was taken over there was absolutely nothing 
with which to carry on the work of the hospital. The Dean of 
the University of Lille asked if we would codperate with them in 
refusing to recognize such members of our profession. There- 
fore I take great pleasure in seconding the action presented by 
DrsCniled .Gartied: 

Dr. WitLiAM H. CarMALT, New Haven: Mr. President: It 
is with a great deal of chagrin that I bring before you the matter 
of which I wish to speak. It seems to me, however, that the 
reputation of the Association, at least of its records, is somewhat 
at stake. In the Transactions of 1917 an article purporting to 
be historical was published by Dr. Souchon, of New Orleans, a 
man whom we all respect and love. At the same time, when 
I began to look over statistics and reports concerning facts with 
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which I was perfectly familiar in Connecticut, I found that not 
a single statement of that purporting to be fact was true. The 
article was full of mistakes historically, and I do not think the 
Association ought to allow it to appear upon its records without 
correction. I do not imagine that many of the younger men of 
this Association knew Jonathan Knight, a contemporary of this 
organization, a surgeon of the highest reputation, and he was 
mentioned not by name, but the thing which he did was ascribed 
to Jonathan Wright. There are two Jonathan Wrights—one 
in Boston and one in Brooklyn. 

(Upon motion the matter of the paper of Dr. Souchon was 
referred to the Committee on Archives for examination and 
report.) 

Dr. RicHarp H. Harte: I rise to a point of order. Last 
night a motion was made at the Dinner which affected the 
entire Association. I think it is a great mistake not to have 
our business conducted in a perfectly orderly way. Sometimes 
things are said and done which are often regretted—though this 
danger is lessened since we are all going dry. I would, however, 
ask that the gentleman who made the motion that we accept 
the invitation to attend the French Congress in 1920 repeat his 
motion. 

Dr. Lewis S. PrrcHER: The Chair would say that the meet- 
ing last night was not considered by him as an official meeting 
of the Association. The action referred to should be regarded 
as an informal expression of interest and a pledge of codperation 
for the future by those present, and is not to be regarded as an 
official action of the Association. If, however, any Fellow 
desires to call the matter up for discussion now it is perfectly 
proper for him to do so. 

Dr. ArTHUR D. BEvAN: I shall be glad to repeat the motion 
made last night that the American Surgical Association accept 
the kind invitation of the President of the International Surgical 
Association and the French Congress of Surgeons to meet with 
those bodies, as fully as we can as an organization, in September, 
1920. I would include in that action, if it is in order, that this 
matter be taken up for action by the Executive Council. This 
motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 

Dr. WitiiAM L. Estes: In order to make available, so far 
as practicable, the records in the Surgeon-General’s Office, which 
are so valuable, interest in which especially appeals to the 
Chairman of the Committee on Fractures, I would offer the 
following Resolution: 
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Resolved, That this Association petition the Surgeon-General 
of the Army to take measures to make all the clinical records of 
his office available for study by the medical profession.

Dr. AstLtEY P. C. ASHHuRST: Might I say in seconding this 
Resolution that unless some action is taken asking that these 
records be accessible, it is probable that they will be filed away 
and lost to the profession. Motion carried. 

The Chair appointed Drs. H. A. Lothrop and William Darrach 
as Tellers, and they reported that 56 ballots had been cast, and 
that all the candidates had been elected. 

Dr. John B. Roberts presented the matter of expense attendant 
upon the invitation of guests to the Dinner of the evening before. 
Upon motion such expense was ruled to be paid out of the 
Treasury of the Association. 

Dr. RicHarpD H. Harte: Apropos of a remark by Dr. Estes 
concerning the records in the Surgeon-General’s Office, I should 
like to say that the British Government generously allowed 
Base Hospital No. to to collect all the specimens we possibly 
could. As a result we had a large number of very interesting 
surgical specimens illustrating all forms of gunshot wounds. 
These were taken care of by the British Government during the 
War and are now deposited in the College of Physicians of 
Philadelphia and are open to the profession for study. I simply 
make this statement to the profession because seeing the collec- 
tion there would be much more practicable than going to Wash- 
ington and hunting over a number of badly mounted specimens 
taken over by the Adjutant-General’s Office. 

Executive Session adjourned at Io.10 A.M. 

General Session. Dr. George W. Crile in the Chair. 

Dr. William B. Coley, New York, read a paper on “‘ Further 
Observations on the Conservative Treatment of the Long Bones”’ 
(lantern slides), with exhibition of four patients. Discussed by 
Drs. Mudd, Lilienthal, Crile, Bunts, Porter, Gibbon, Codman 
and, in closing, by Dr. Coley. 

Dr. John B. Deaver, Philadelphia, read a paper on “ Ulcer 
of the Stomach and Duodenum; Removal of Ulcer with Gastro- 
enterostomy vs. Gastro-enterostomy Alone.” 

Dr. Donald Church Balfour, Rochester, read a paper on ‘‘ The 
Life Expectancy of Patients Operated upon for Gastric and 
Duodenal Ulcer.” 
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Dr. Charles H. Mayo, Rochester, read a paper on ‘‘ Cancer of 
the Stomach and its Surgical Treatment.’”’ These three papers 
were discussed by Drs. Bevan, Bunts, Lilienthal, Porter, Gibson 
and, in closing, by Drs. Deaver, Balfour and Mayo. 

Dr. Homer Gage, Worcester, read a paper on “ Postinfluenzal 
Abscess of the Sheath of the Rectus Muscle.” Discussed by 
Drs. Codman, Darrach and, in closing, by Dr. Gage. 

Dr. Charles L. Gibson yielded the time for the reading of his 
paper on “An. Analysis of the Results of Six Years’ Follow-up 
System in a Surgical Service,” to Dr. Antoine Depage for the 
presentation of lantern slides demonstrating his method of jaw 
surgery. Translation of Dr. Depage’s presentation was made 
by Dr. Joseph Van de Velde. No discussion. 

Dr. Lewis S. Pilcher resumed the Chair.

Facial Diplegia.’’ No discussion.

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On motion the Treasurer’s report was referred to the Auditing 
Committee. 

The Report of the Recorder was read by Dr. Jopson, and was 
as follows: 

The printing and distribution of Volume XXXVII of the 
Transactions has been completed. This volume was delayed by 
the action of the same causes as last year. The scarcity of labor 
was especially responsible for the delay in binding after the book 
had been put in type. Other causes making for delay call for 
correction, and steps have been taken by which it is hoped to have 
the papers in print much earlier during the coming year, and the 
coéperation of Fellows reading papers is requested, especially in 
the direction of prompt delivery of their papers to the Recorder 
at this meeting after presentation and in the speedy return of 
proof sent them for correction. 

The data in regard to degrees, titles and hospital positions 
held by the Fellows of the Association has been revised, and it is 
highly desirable that this information be kept up to date in future 
volumes. The Recorder will be grateful for information leading 
to the correction of errors, omissions or changes. 

A number of damaged copies of old volumes of the Transactions 
are on hand, and could be profitably disposed of at this time as old 
paper.

The Committee reports its action on the communication of 
Dr. Carmalt relative to some error in the elaborate historical 
paper of Dr. Souchon read at the meeting of 1917, which was 
referred to the Committee last year (see minutes of 1919).

Upon Dr. Souchon’s attention being called to the matter, he 
promptly prepared a statement of the source of his information 
and a correction of the errors. 

The facts were, in most cases, taken from The Century of Ameri- 
can Medicine, by Dr. Samuel D. Gross, published in 1876, 
The Cyclopedia of American Medical Biography, by Dr. Howard 
A. Kelly, published in 1912, and from communications received 
from Dr. H. Fielding Garrison, of the Library of the Office of the 
Surgeon-General] of the United States Army, and others. 

Dr. Souchon’s later information is embodied in a supplementary 
note appended to this report to the Association for this year. 

He also sent a request to every Fellow of the Association asking 
that he be notified of any additional statements that were, or 
seemed to be, erroneous in his paper of 1917. 

It is recommended that Dr. Souchon’s supplementary state- 
ment be printed in the Transactions of 1920. 

The Committee calls attention to the fact that some of the 
errors were due to inaccuracies of earlier writers, others occurred 
through what appear to have been typographical oversights. 

Some of the inaccuracies evidently have been repeated by 
bibliographic writers for years. They do not affect the correct- 
ness of the statements that the contributions to surgery men- 
tioned by Dr. Souchon had American sources. This origin was 
the fact which the author desired to emphasize. 

The Committee on Archives desires to express its appreciation 
of the evident desire of both Dr. Souchon and Dr. Carmalt to 
ensure accuracy in the history of surgical achievement in the 
United States. 

Three Fellows have died during the year: Dr. Francis T. 
Stewart, of Philadelphia, Dr. C. K. Cole, of Brooklyn, New York; 
Dr. Kenneth A. J. MacKenzie, of Portland, Oregon. Necro- 
logical notices of these lamented surgeons will be prepared for 
the Transactions.

Dr. Gage reported for the Tellers that 51 votes had been cast, 
all of which were in favor of the candidates for election as recom- 
mended by the Council. These gentlemen were therefore duly 
elected. 

Dr. Finney moved that in furtherance of the suggestion made 
by Dr. Brewer in his Presidential Address, be it 

Resolved, That a Committee of Five, of which Dr. Brewer shall 
be one, be appointed by the President of this Association to 
confer with the Surgeons-General of the United States Army and 
Navy in order to ascertain their wishes in regard to the active 
cooperation of the members, present and retired, of the Medical 
Reserve Corps, with the regular Medical Corps of the Army and

This motion was seconded, and, after being discussed by Dr. 
Charles H. Mayo, it was carried. 

Dr. Estes, in speaking again of the Fracture Committee, said 
that the committee begged the assistance of every Fellow of this 
Association, suggesting the use of a proper record blank both in 
private practice and in hospital work in order to make the 
compilation of statistics easier and more uniform. The commit- 
tee started by attempting to standardize (1) the proper treatment 
for fractures of the thigh bone, and (2) to standardize the average 
period of disability. If these two points could be established it 
would be found of immense value, especially in regard to what is 
the best apparatus to use for the various fractures in the com- 
pensation courts. The committee, as was said, attempted this 
work and wished to discharge it as best they might, but without 
the assistance of the Fellows of this Association it would be 
impossible. Many Fellows say they are not interested in 
fractures, but they may know someone else who is interested in 
this subject. The committee begged that the Fellows give such 
assistance that it may be possible to present a proper report in 
another year. ; 

Dr. Brewer, in this connection, said: ‘‘We are all indebted 
to this committee, and I believe we should all codperate as fully 
as possible in this question of records. It is a very difficult and 
very praiseworthy undertaking. We ought to be able to give 
the committee enough assistance so that they can make a report 
in the near future.”’

Powers, ‘“‘That the President be requested to appoint a com- 
mittee (of which committee the introducer of this resolution be 
not a member) to examine into and report upon the place of 
radium and the w-rays in the treatment of neoplasms,” that it 
was the consensus of opinion that the committee he should 
appoint should be empowered to use all means they can to 
investigate the matter in question. And that if it is considered 
wise that a whole morning at the next meeting be devoted to the 
discussion of this question, the Council will be glad to consider 
such a proposition. He appointed the following committee: Drs. 
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Armstrong (Chairman), Greenough (Secretary), Finney, Joseph 
A. Blake and Crile. 

The Recorder moved that an appropriation of three hundred 
dollars ($300) be made for the expenses of the Recorder’s office 
during the ensuing year. Motion seconded and carried. 

The Recorder also moved that a sum sufficient for the purchase 
of a suitable typewriter for the use of the stenographer be 
appropriated. Motion seconded and carried. 

Dr. Gibbon spoke relative to the publicity of the proceedings of 
the Association as follows: ‘‘The Secretary each year is having 
more and more difficulty in keeping the meetings of this Associa- 
tion, both executive and scientific, private, particularly does he 
have difficulty in keeping the proceedings out of the newspapers. 
I think it impossible for the Secretary to attend to this alone, or 
even with the help of the other officers of the Association, because 
of the fact that the meetings are held in different cities each year. 
I therefore think that the Adjunct Local Committee should feel 
itself obligated to aid the officers of the Association as far as 
possible in this matter. I hope this Association is above desiring 
publicity in the public press.”’ 

Dr. Estes moved that the President at every meeting appoint 
a committee of three, of which one member shall be the Secretary, 
on publicity, in order that whatever goes to the press be properly 
visé-ed and properly submitted. 

Dr. Finney amended the former motion with the suggestion 
that the Secretary be empowered to censor all communications to 
the lay press. 

Dr. Ochsner, discussing this matter, said ‘“We found in the 
Congress of Surgeons that unless we stifled the press two or three 
weeks beforehand it was impossible to accomplish anything, and 
so we had the local committee see the editors of all newspapers 
and have each editor promise to blue pencil everything that had 
not been expurgated, and then the reporter had to report to our 
representative before taking it to the editor for his O. K.” 

Dr. Finney’s motion that the Secretary be empowered to censor 
all communications to the lay press was seconded and carried. 

Dr. Charles H. Mayo stated that he and Dr. William J. Mayo 
had been honored by being appointed Electors in the Hall of 
Fame of New York University. He called attention to the 
fact that distinguished Americans who had been dead for ten 
years were eligible for election and that among all those so far 
elected there was not a single medical man. He suggested that 
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any Fellow of the Association who wished to nominate for such 
distinction any prominent medical man should write to the 
various Electors suggesting the name of their choice, as he felt 
there were many American medical men worthy of being repre- 
sented in the Hall of Fame. The names of the Electors can be 
obtained from the New York University. 

The President appointed the following Fellows as members of 
the Committee to confer with the Surgeons-General of the United 
States Army and Navy in furtherance of Dr. Finney’s motion: 

Drs. Finney (chairman), Le Conte, Lewis, William J. Mayo 
and Brewer. 

Dr. Peck moved that the remuneration for reporting the pro- 
ceedings of the Association be increased from one hundred dollars 
($r00) to two hundred dollars ($200). This motion was seconded 
and carried. 

Dr. Mixter moved that a very warm vote of thanks be given by 
the Association to the Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements 
and to all who acted as hostesses and hosts to the Association for 
the very beautiful entertainment which had been extended to 
them. By arising vote this motion was carried. 

The executive session adjourned at 9.45 A.M. 

General Session. Meeting called to order by Dr. Brewer in 
the absence of the newly elected President, Dr. Roberts, at 9.47 
A.M. 

Dr. Nelson M. Percy, of Chicago, read a paper on “Blood 
Transfusion in Association with other Surgical Procedures in the 
Treatment of Pernicious Anemia, with Report of Cases.’’ Dis- 
cussed by Drs. Ochsner, Gibson, and, in closing, by Dr. Percy. 

“Postoperative Fatal Pulmonary Thrombosis” was the title 
of a paper read by Dr. Albert J. Ochsner, and discussed by Drs. 
Coley, Gibson, Joseph A. Blake, Charles H. Mayo, Andrews, 
Lincoln Davis, Yates, Miles F. Porter, and, in closing, by Dr. 
Ochsner. 

“Etiology, Pathology and Clinical Features of Benign Exos- 
toses,” by Dr. Ellsworth Eliot, Jr., of New York City, discussed 
by Dr. Cotton, and, in closing, by Dr. Eliot.

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The Report of the Recorder was read by Dr. John H. Jopson, 
as follows: ; 

The Recorder reports that Volume XXXVIII of the Trans- 
actions of the Association, containing the papers read at the 
1920 Meeting, has been printed and distributed to the Fellows. 
This volume contains a large number of contributions, some of 
them of considerable length, and profusely illustrated. The 
cost of publishing the volume was correspondingly large, and 
the increased cost of labor entering into its production added 
materially to the expense. Promptness in delivery of the papers 
to the Recorder and in the return of corrected proofs enabled 
us to produce this volume at an earlier date than was the case 
last year. The Fellows are urged to continue in this habit of 
promptness. A considerable number of copies of the Trans- 
actions of previous years were sold and the profits derived from 
such sales turned over to the Treasurer. Disposal of surplus 
copies in this way materially lessens the burden to the Society 
of the publication of this large and handsome volume. It is 
possible that the Transactions might find a sale to the general 
surgical profession if an attempt were made to secure a wider 
market for them. A list of the bound volumes of Transactions 
on hand April 22, 1921, and of the unbound volumes in sheets, 
folded and unfolded is appended.

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was presented 
by the Secretary in the form of the printed program, and was so 
accepted. 

Dr. Primrose presented the report of the Local Committee of 
Arrangements in the form of a bulletin of entertainment. 

The report of the Committee on the Treatment of Neoplasms 
by X-ray and Radium was postponed to Thursday morning’s 
session. 

The Committee to confer with the Surgeons-General of the 
Army and Navy, of which Dr. Finney was the Chairman, had 
Ho TEpore: 
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It was moved by Dr. Gibbon that these reports when made 
be incorporated in the Minutes of the Association, which was 
seconded and carried. 

Dr. Gibbon stated that he would like to announce the death 
of Dr. Helen J. LeMaistre, who was for many years the reporter 
of this Association. She did such valuable work and was so 
helpful in many ways that it seemed to him appropriate to 
record on the Minutes of this Society some recognition of what 
she did. 

Dr. Harte moved that the suggestion of Dr. Gibbon be com- 
plied with and that the Committee on Necrology should make 
some note of it. She began her work as his secretary, she 
was so closely identified with the Association, she knew every 
Fellow, was possessed of a great deal of tact and good judgment 
and aided materially in the work of getting out the Transactions. 

Dr. Huntington said he should like to second everything which 
Dr. Harte had said. She was so kind, helpful and so efficient. 
This Association owes a great debt to her. 

Dr. Jopson stated: “She has been very valuable to me as the 
Recorder.” 

Unanimous vote of appreciation of the services of Dr. Le- 
Maistre and of regret at her untimely death was cast. 

The Secretary stated he had a letter from Dr. E. L. Walker, 
asking that he be transferred to the Senior List. 

Dr. Gibbon stated that he had received a letter from Dr. 
Codman in which the following suggestion was made: 

“The Association approves of the Registry of Bone Sarcomas 
organized by Ewing, Bloodgood and Codman. It urges indi- 
vidual members of the Association to register all future cases 
which come to their notice and to deposit with the Registry 
tissue for the use of future students of the subject. In case 
any member of the Association believes that he knows of a 
case or cases of true osteogenic malignant sarcoma now living, 
following amputation or any other form or forms of treatment, 
he is urged to put such evidence on record with the Registry. 
Cases of the cure of histologically clear osteogenic sarcoma are 
so rare that no risk of the loss of specimens which confirm the 
evidence should be taken.” 

Movement for approval made, seconded and carried. 

Dr. Gibbon then read a letter from Dr. Carmalt in reference 
to the Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons. The 
Executive Committee of the Congress reported that according to 
their By-Laws they could not change the meetings from three to 
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five years, but did make the concession of having only one after- 
noon session. 

Dr. Peck moved that the dues of the Association for 1921 be 
Twenty Dollars ($20). This motion was seconded and carried. 

Dr. Gibbon read a letter from Dr. C. C. Little, Secretary- 
General, Second International Congress of Eugenics, asking 
that a representative be appointed to attend the Second Inter- 
national Congress of Eugenics. A motion was made that 
this did not seem to concern this Association and that there was 
no reason to appoint a representative. This motion was seconded 
and carried. 

Dr. Gibbon read a letter from Dr. Roberts in which he said 
he was elected President while he was not present and had no 
opportunity to resign from the position as Chairman of the 
Committee on Archives, and he now presents his resignation. 

The Secretary then presented his resignation, after having 
served in this office for six years, and thanked the Fellows for 
their kind coéperation. 

The Secretary then read the following telegram from the 
President: 

“To the Fellows of the American Surgical Association: A 
temporary mishap forbids my assuming the honorable service 
so unexpectedly assigned me a year ago. Gratitude for the 
confidence then shown by your votes is mingled now with dis- 
appointment. Next year I hope to be with you as a private 
among colleagues in that best of all vocations, surgery, the 
victor in so many contests with human sorrow.” 

Dr. Huntington moved that in view of Dr. Roberts’ long 
service in the Association and because of the deep affection 
which is manifest on the part of the members of the Association 
for Dr. Roberts, the Vice-President and Secretary be hereby 
authorized and instructed to send to Dr. Roberts a telegram of 
appreciation and regrets, and also of kind wishes for his rapid 
recovery. This was seconded and carried. 

The following telegram was sent to Dr. Roberts: 

“The Association feels deeply your absence, regrets its cause 
and wishes for you a prompt recovery and long life of continued 
usefulness. Mupp, GIBBON.”

DEAR Sir: A committee was appointed by the President of 
the American Surgical Association at the meeting in St. Louis, 
in 1920, ‘‘to examine into and report upon the place of radium 
and x-rays in the treatment of neoplasms.” This committee 
was as follows: G. E. Armstrong, (chairman), John M. T. Finney, 
Joseph A. Blake, George W. Crile, Robert B. Greenough, 
Secretary. 

Members of this committee met in Montreal in October, 1920, 
in Philadelphia in November, 1920, in New York in April, 1921, 
in Cleveland in May, 1921, and in Boston in June, 1921, and 
many aspects of the problem assigned to them were discussed. 
The advice of Dr. W. J. Mayo and other surgeons was also 
considered. 

As a result of these deliberations it was found to be the opinion 
of the Committee, individually and collectively, that a report 
based upon expressions of the individual opinion or experience 
of the members of the American Surgical Association would be 
of less value than a more comprehensive collection of data, under 
standardized conditions, from the important clinics of the country. 

The means of financing such an investigation were considered. 
The possibility of obtaining funds from the Rockefeller or 
Carnegie Foundations was discussed and a tentative plan for 
such an investigation was prepared. Conference with Dr. 
Pancoast, President of the American Roentgenological Society 
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and a member of the Radium Society, developed the fact that 
the codperation of these two societies, containing in their mem- 
bership practically all of the foremost x-ray and radium thera- 
peutists in the country, would be available in any such investi 
gation undertaken by the American Surgical Association. 

At this time it was brought to the attention of the members 
of your committee that the American College of Surgeons con- 
templated the establishment of a research department as one of 
its activities. It was at once evident that an investigation such 
as that contemplated by your committee would be a suitable 
one for such a department. A tentative plan for the organiza- 
tion of such a research department was presented to the Regents 
of the American College of Surgeons at their meeting in Boston, 
June, 1921, and there received favorable action to the extent 
of a small.appropriation and the appointment of a committee 
to organize a department of this character. 

Under these circumstances your committee would respectfully 
report that it has considered the subject assigned to it for con- 
sideration, and that as a committee it would recommend 
that the American Surgical Association express its approval of 
this action of the American College of Surgeons and that it 
recommend to the American College of Surgeons that the question 
of the value of x-ray and radium in the treatment of neoplasms 
be considered as one of the problems in surgery most urgent at 
the present time and suitable for investigation by the research 
department of the American College of Surgeons.

CONDENSED REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY 
FOR THE CONTROL OF CANCER SINCE ITS ORGANIZATION 


As I am allowed but five minutes in which to report on behalf 
of the American Society for the Control of Cancer a résumé of 
its activities, I shall confine myself to the main features of its 
progress in the past nine years: 

You, of course, know of its organization—that it grew out 
of a report by a special committee of the American Gynecologi- 
cal Society made here in Washington at the Triennial Congress 
of American Physicians and Surgeons in 1913, and that you 
appointed delegates at that time (of which I was one) to repre- 
sent the American Surgical Association in bringing the Cancer 
Control Society into being. I do not need to dwell upon the 
necessity for such a society. There are still thousands of 
people in this country who have no exact information con- 
cerning the simplest signs of cancer, and it is therefore essential, 
if that total of 90,000 deaths a year is to be cut down, that some 
such organization for public propaganda exert itself to the 
fullest to acquaint the people with these vital facts and persuade 
them to undergo examination and treatment while the disease 
is still in an early stage. 
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The society also undertakes to bring additional knowledge 
concerning the diagnosis and treatment of cancer to members 
of the medical profession at large. In this connection a very 
significant and important fact is being noticed. Experience in 
the localities in which our campaign of education has been most 
active already makes it evident that the day is not far distant 
when the general practitioner who fails to take cases which in 
any degree suggest potential cancer with the utmost seriousness 
when at the first visit, or who fails to suggest an immediate 
modern physical examination in the internal cases, will find 
himself looked upon by even his own patients as incompetent 
and unworthy of their confidence or patronage. The educa- 
tion of the whole profession to the fact that the submission of 
incipient malignant disease to the test of time and development 
deprives the patient of his chance of life, and that no time 
should be lost before providing the most complete and expert 
physical examination, is as important to the profession as it is 
to the public. 

As soon as the society started active work on January 1, 
1914, under the tireless and tactful direction of Dr. Clement 
Cleveland as chairman of the Executive Committee, it began 
to publish and distribute authoritative literature, and large 
mass meetings for the public were held in about a dozen of the 
largest cities, as a result of which some very active state and 
local committees were formed. Since then over 1800 persons 
have been enrolled as members. The extent of this work and 
the recognition of its value were constantly enlarging until it 
was obliged to mark time during the war period. When the 
active professional men finally returned to peace-time pursuits 
it was soon found that the demand for the information and 
service which this little society and its representatives were 
especially equipped to supply was more widespread than ever, 
and under the stimulating presidency of Dr. Charles A. Powers, 
of Denver, an extension of the field organization was effected. 
By this means each state now has its activities led by a promi- 
nent physician or surgeon, it being felt that only by the closest 
alliance between the society and the medical profession could 
the best results be hoped for. The confidence of the profession 
in the work of the Cancer Society is most encouraging and 
indicates that its efforts are considered constructive and helpful 
in allaying fear and inspiring hope among cancer sufferers and 
in bringing the known facts concerning cancer to the attention 
of the public. The publications of the society are a fair index 
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of the care and thought as well as the energy which is being 
expended by the active members of the Board of Directors. I 
mention especially the handbook for physicians and the hand- 
book for the lay reader, each prepared by a committee especially 
appointed for the purpose. 

The success of the National Cancer Week conducted by the 
society in codperation with the country’s official and nonofficial 
health agencies last fall is perhaps the truest measure of the 
cumulative effects of the society’s organization and educational 
program up to date. You all heard of the special “week,” and 
many of you had a part in it. One of the most noteworthy 
features of the campaign was the almost universal codperation 
of the medical profession, and the reports since received by 
the society from all over the country prove that many hundreds 
of people received information which resulted in sending them 
to their doctors for consultation and advice. During this 
remarkable week’s activities detailed reports from twenty-eight 
states show over 2500 lectures given before more than 600,000 
persons, and that several hundred thousand more received the 
message by short addresses in churches, lodges and theaters. 
Upward of 5,000,000 pieces of literature were distributed, and, 
taken together with the display posters, lantern slides in mov- 
ing-picture houses and the enormous newspaper and magazine 
publicity, it is conservatively estimated that no less than 
10,000,000 persons received the simple facts of cancer control 
either directly or indirectly during that remarkable activity of 
seven days’ duration. Let me take this opportunity to announce 
that a second ‘‘cancer week”’ will be held from November 12 
to 18 next. The society has asked me to enlist your active 
interest and aid in making this week even more effective than 
the last. 

While the cancer week campaign was purely educational and 
was separated from any attempt to raise funds as a matter of 
principle, it indirectly redounded to the society’s advantage. 
Since then two notable grants have been made to the Cancer 
Society: One a memorial endowment of $50,000 from the 
Lasker family in New York, the income to be spent for edu- 
cational material, and the other a special appropriation from 
the Commonwealth Fund of New York City, amounting to 
$26,750, to establish a Field Service. This should make it 
possible to greatly extend the society’s usefulness. Not only 
will it provide for the employment of a travelling Field Organ- 
izer to assist the various committees with their work, but it 
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will also enable the society to prepare and distribute far more 
educational material and to carry on a wider and more con- 
tinuous publicity campaign. 

This, in a very brief way, summarizes the progress made 
by the American Society for the Control of Cancer since we 
helped to launch it in 1913. It enjoys a well-merited position 
among the other nonofficial health agencies, and I commend 
its work and its support to your consideration. 


Dr. Finney, chairman of the Committee to confer with the 
Surgeons-General of the Army and Navy, reported that he had 
a conference with each of these gentlemen which was very 
satisfactory, and after going over the situation felt that it was 
not necessary to call together that committee. Both of the 
Surgeons-General expressed their approval and satisfaction at 
the action of this Association in offering to codperate with them 
in any way, and assured him at that time, when occasion offered, 
they would feel entirely free to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to consult with this Association. 

Dr. Finney: asked that this Committee should be excused 
from further service. On motion of Dr. Gibbon it was voted 
that the Committee be discharged. 

Dr. Gibbon stated that he had requests from the following

Dr. Gibbon read from the By-Laws, Section XIX, and sug- 
gested that this proposed change in the Constitution be put 
in writing, signed by three Fellows, and go over until the next 
meeting. 

Dr. Ochsner moved that the number of Fellows to be elected 
at any one meeting be increased to fifteen. A Resolution to 
this effect was presented in writing, signed by Drs. A. J. Ochsner, 
A. MacLaren and A. F. Jonas. This Resolution will come up 
for action at the meeting of 1923, “‘ Resolved, that fifteen Fellows 
may be elected at any annual meeting of the American Surgical 
Association.” 

The Tellers reported that all candidates for Fellowship and 
for Honorary Fellowship had been favorably reported upon, 
and they were declared elected. 

Dr. Gibbon presented a Resolution in writing, signed by 
Drs. A. D. Bevan,,.Charles H» Peck, A.cMacLaten.and.w . J. 
Mayo, ‘‘That the membership of the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation be increased from 150 to 175.’ This Resolution also 
will be brought up for action at the meeting in 1923. 

Dr. Moschcowitz, in referring to the. next meeting (1923), 
stated that while all the members would recall with pleasure 
the former meeting in Rochester, and would look forward with 
greater pleasure to the meeting in 1923, he hoped that the date 
of the meeting in June would be so fixed that it would enable 
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those members who wished to do so to attend the International 
Surgical Society in July. 

Dr. Powers stated that the Committee on the Annual Meeting 
considered that matter, and it is practically certain that the 
date will be fixed with this in mind. 

Dr. Peck reminded the Fellows that the cost of printing the 
illustrations in papers would be, limited to $17, and for any- 
thing in excess of this a bill would be sent to the contributor.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN SURGICAL 
ASSOCIATION TO BE VOTED UPON AT THE MEETING OF 1923 


Article III, Section 2, now reads as follows: 


Paragraph 1. The active membership shall be limited to 
one hundred and fifty (150) Fellows. The honorary mem- 
bership shall be limited to twenty-five (25) Fellows. 

Paragraph 2. At any annual meeting not more than ten 
new Fellows may be elected. 


A resolution was presented in writing at the 1922 meeting, 
signed by Drs. A. D. Bevan, Charles H. Peck, A. MacLaren and 
W. J. Mayo, that Article III, Section 2, Paragraph 1, be amended 
to read: 


Paragraph 1. The active membership shall be limited to 
one hundred and sevénty-five (175) Fellows. The honorary 
membership shall be limited to twenty-five (25) Fellows. 


A resolution was presented in writing at the 1922 meeting, 
signed by Drs. A. J. Ochsner, A. MacLaren and A. F. Jonas, 
that Article III, Section 2, Paragraph 2, be amended to read: 


Paragraph 2. At any annual meeting not more than fifteen 
new Fellows may be elected. 


These amendments to the Constitution have been presented 
in the form required by Section 19 of the By-laws, and will be 
voted upon at the 1923 meeting. The adoption of the suggested 
amendments will require the vote of three-fourths of the Fellows 
present, and in accordance with Section 3 of the By-laws, fifteen 
Fellows will be required to form a quorum.

REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


The Recorder reports that the Transactions of the Association 
for 1924 have been printed and distributed to the Fellows of the 
Association and those Libraries and Journals in the United States 
and Canada which are on the complimentary list. The Smith- 
sonian Institute undertakes the task of shipping volumes to 
foreign recipients. Volume XLII contains 730 pages of printed 
matter, in addition to the preliminary matter in the way of lists 
of officers and Fellows, living and deceased, and the Report of 
the Committee on Archives. Dcubtless the Association appre- 
ciates as deeply as does the Recorder the valuable work of the 
Committee on Archives, and the fine literary quality and excel- 
lent taste shown in the biographical sketches of our deceased 
Fellows. It has been suggested that the portraits of deceased 
Fellows be included with their biographies in future volumes and 
doubtless this will be done. 

Although revision of the addresses of Fellows has been again 
made, along with such changes in titles, and teaching and hos- 
pital positions as they indicated, Fellows are urged to keep the 
Recorder informed of all such changes, as it is quite important 
that this information should be correctly reported in our Trans- 
actions, as it is in the comprehensive medical and surgical direc- 
tories.

The report of the Recorder was read by Dr. John H. Jopson, 


as follows: 
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REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


The Recorder reports that Volume XLIII of the Transactions, 
containing the papers presented and read by title at the 1925 
Meeting of the Association in Washington, along with the dis- 
cussions, has been printed and distributed to the Fellows. The 
volume is the most voluminous which the Association has pub- 
lished, and is about the limit of size for binding in a single volume 
of its dimensions. There are 986 pages of printed matter, includ- 
ing papers, discussion, report of the Committee on Archives and 
index, besides 49 pages of preliminary matter. The papers, 
including those read by title, number 46. The cost of printing 
has been correspondingly great, and the Association will have to 
take appropriate measures to meet this increased cost. Several 
of the papers are of considerable length. It is probably outside 
of the function of the Recorder to do more than call to the atten- 
tion of the Association the limitations of further increase in the 
size of the volume of the Transactions, and the explanation of the 
increase in expense of publication, which represents the principal 
drain on the financial resources of the Association.

On motion of Dr. Lee, which was duly seconded, it was voted 
that the report of the Treasurer be received and referred to the 
Auditing Committee. 

On motion of Dr. Brewer, which was duly seconded, it was 
voted that an assessment for $25.00 for 1927-1928 be approved. 

The report of the Recorder was read by Dr. John H. Jopson, as 
follows: 

THE REPORT OF THE RECORDER 

The Recorder reports that Volume XLIV of the Transactions, 
which contains the papers that were presented at the 1926 Meet- 
ing of the Association in Detroit, and the discussions of the 
same, has been printed and distributed to the Fellows. The 
Volume contains 38 papers as against 46 last year, and is cor- 
respondingly smaller in size. ‘The expense of printing the Tvans- 
actions was considerably less than the cost for the preceding 
year, as shown in the Report of the Treasurer. Should the 
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amendment to the By-laws, proposed last year, be acted upon 
favorably at this session, the expense to the Association of publica- 
cation of the Transactions will probably be very materially 
reduced. As this represents the main item of expenditure a con- 
sideration of this proposed amendment calls for the careful 
attention of the Fellows: 

It has been suggested that an arrangement be entered into 
with one of the surgical journals of the country which would 
accomplish the same object without taxing the Fellows contribut- 
ing to the program. If such journal were given the exclusive 
right of publication of all papers presented before this Association 
it might in return meet the extra cost of reproduction of illus- 
trations, and of printing in the case of the longer papers. On the 
other hand, such limitation of publication to one journal might 
militate in some instances against securing desirable papers for 
our program. We believe this matter is worthy of the attention 
of the Association, in view of the increased cost of printing in 
recent years. 

Attention is called to the excellent work which has been done 
by the Committee on Archives, in the collection of memoirs and 
photographs of deceased Fellows. There are 12 memoirs printed 
in the 1926 Volume, and the custom which has been adopted in 
the last two years of including with the memoirs the reproduction 
of photographs of our deceased members, has added greatly to their 
value. We sorrow over their departure and miss them greatly 
at our meetings, but it is with distinct pleasure that we can see 
their faces again as they appeared in their prime when among us, 
when we turn the leaves of the Volume which records our activities.

In accordance with the Amendment to the By-laws passed on 
Thursday the Council has fixed the dues for 1927 at $25.00. 
The Council recommends that the Treasurer be authorized to 
pay an assessment of $77.00 toward the expenses of the Triennial 
Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons as one of the 
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component organizations: On motion of Dr. Ashhurst, which 
was duly seconded, this vote was passed.

Kerr, of Washington, as a member of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments for the Congress. 

Dr. Harvey Cushing has been selected as a delegate of the 
American Surgical Association to attend the One Hundredth 
Anniversary of the granting of the Charter of Kings College, 
Toronto.

REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


The Recorder reports that Volume XLV of the Transactions, 
containing the papers presented at the 1927 meeting of the 
Association in Richmond, and the discussions of these papers, has 
been printed and distributed to the Fellows. There were 41 
papers presented or read by title and 8 memoirs of deceased 
Fellows. The volume comprises 516 pages as compared with 
632 pages in the preceding volume of the Transactions. The cost 
of printing this volume is $2638.39 as compared to $3464.54 for the 
Transactions of 1926. ‘This in spite of the fact that there were 3 
more papers included in Volume XLV than in Volume XLIV. It 
will be recalled that the By-Laws, Section 11, were amended last 
year to the effect that authors should be subject to assessment for 
the extra expense of publication of any paper exceeding 15 pages 
in length including illustrations, or of any paper involving expense 
of more than $100.00. It is possible that this action may have 
had some influence in inducing authors to condense their papers, as 
seems to have been the case. 

Fellows will recall that the Council of the Association was 
authorized at the 1927 meeting to arrange with a representative 
American Surgical Journal for the publication of all papers 
presented before the Association, along with the discussions of the 
same, such Journal to be the official organ of publication of the 
Association. The Council, through the Recorder, has been in 
active negotiation during the past winter with the publishers of the 
Annals of Surgery relative to such an affiliation. A proposed 
contract with the Annals of Surgery has been drawn up with the 
aid of Mr. Joseph Carson, Esq., of the Philadelphia Bar, and is 
ready for consideration by the Council at this meeting. The 
Recorder has tried to secure for the Association the best possible 
terms which the J. B. Lippincott Company, publishers of the 
Annals of Surgery, would offer. The contract as it reads at 
present seems to be, in his opinion, and in the opinion of Mr. 
Carson, a favorable one as far as the Association’s interests are 
concerned. Doubtless the Council will report its action at the 
business meeting of the Association, on Wednesday morning. The 
data furnished by our printer, Mr. Dornan, as to the number of 
volumes on hand, bound and unbound, is as follows:

The following report of the Committee on the Grading of Nurs- 
ing Schools was presented by Dr. Darrach: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE GRADING OF NURSING SCHOOLS 


I am taking a few minutes of your time to make a report on a 
committee which is called the Committee on the Grading of 
Nursing Schools in order to obtain from you a little more enthusi- 
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astic codperation than we have met. Various national organiza- 
tions have had committees on nurses and the nursing problem for 
about fifteen or twenty years. Four years ago when Dr. Wilbur 
was President of the A. M. A. he appointed a committee to work 
with a smaller committee of the National League of Nursing 
Education. This resulted in the formation of a general committee 
made up of representatives appointed by the following national 
organizations: The American Medical Association, American 
College of Surgeons, American Public Health Association, Ameri- 
can Hospital Association, American Nurses Association, National 
Organization of Public Health Nurses and the National League 
of Nursing Education, together with five men from the educational 
field, one representing the ultimate consumer, the patient. 

The committee has been at work for about two years. They are 
on a five-year program with a budget of $200,000 which has been 
subscribed to by all the parent organizations with one exception 
(which has subscribed nothing as yet), and by the Rockefeller 
Foundation and the Commonwealth Fund. 

The Executive Director of the Study has recently completed the 
second report of the Committee which is now in print and will be 
out about the first of June. It consists of a study of the supply 
and demand in the nursing profession. This is the first of three 
reports to be published which I feel confident will help tremend- 
ously in bringing a solution of this difficult problem to a more rapid 
termination than has been able to be seen heretofore. 

This report is based on replies to questionnaires which have been 
sent out all over the country, and the replies include those received 
from over 80,000 nurses, from about 4500 doctors and a good many 
others from hospital superintendents, training school superinten- 
dents, and so forth. 

The object of this study is eventually to grade nursing schools, 
but in order to do that it was realized that if they are to be graded 
we ‘would have to know on what basis they were to be graded. It 
seemed best to find out what nurses were supposed to do, and a 
preliminary discussion of that by the Committee was so vague 
that it was evident that nobody knew definitely what they were 
talking about. So the program backed up more and more until it 
reached the point where the first thing to be found out was just 
what the supply and demand was. There has been a great cry 
all over the country about the shortage of nurses, and it is found 
on more careful study that there already is an overproduction of 
nurses. From all statistical evidence that we can get, there will 
be a tremendous oversupply within a few years unless something 
is done. 
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I urge you to get hold of this report when it does come out and 
to study it and do some thinking about it, and to try to help all you 
can by supplying information which is to be asked of you later on.

The President appointed Dr. Phemister as a representative of 
the Association to the Division of Medical Science of the National 
Research Council; also Dr. Carmalt, of New Haven, as delegate, 
and Dr. James F. Mitchell, of Washington, as alternate to the 
Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons. 

A proposed amendment to the Constitution was presented by 
Drs. Arthur D. Bevan, C. H. Mayo and L. L. McArthur, to amend

The President, Dr. F. B. Lund, stated there were only five 
vacancies on the list of Active Fellows, and called attention to the 
fact that Active Fellows might be transferred to the Senior List 
at their own request.

‘The first sentence 
of Article III, Section 2, which reads: ‘‘The active membership 
shall be limited to one hundred and fifty (150) Fellows,” to be 
amended so that it will read: 
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Article III, Section 2—‘‘The active membership shall be limited 
to one hundred and seventy-five (175) Fellows, with the under- 
standing that no more than five (5) of these new Fellowships shall 
be filled in a single year.”

brilliant career as teacher and surgeon and regret his inability to 
be present at this meeting.”

The President stated in connection with the above that Dr. W.

It is a 
melancholy state of affairs in any case, but in this special case a 
slur on national reputation. Sir John Bradford appeals for just 
over four thousand pounds, the sum required to complete the fund 
for rebuilding the tower, and points out that the tower when 
rebuilt will stand as a memorial to Harvey and his work.”’ 

Dr. Finney suggested that on this fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of the American Surgical Association it would be a very 
nice thing for this Association to contribute something to the 
rebuilding of the tower, and wants to say that he will start the 
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contribution with $10.00. He thought the American Surgical 
Association ought to be able to raise about $1500. No action was 
taken on the matter at this time.

“The Recorder reports that Volume XLVIII of the Transactions 
of the American Surgical Association, containing the papers read 
at the 1930 Meeting, held in Philadelphia, and the discussions of’ 
these papers has been published and distributed.

‘The actual compilation of the volume is expected to be com- 
pleted sometime during May of this year. The material will then 
be turned over to the various committees representing the different 
National Organizations for their revision. 

“Our committee is now receiving material for the revision of 
the Surgical Diseases. We will work on this during the summer 
with such assistance as we can procure. It is hoped that the cor- 
rected copies from all the National Organizations will be returned 
to the Executive Secretary early in the Fall. He will edit the 
designated corrections and additions and it is believed that the 
volume will be in the hands of the publishers in January and ready 
for adoption by the American Surgical Association at its meeting 
in 1932. 

“Tt is requested to have authority voted to your Sub-committee 
to appoint additional members to help us in the work of correction.”

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REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


“The Recorder reports that Volume XLIX of the Transactions 
of the American Surgical Association, containing the papers 
read at the 1931 Meeting, held in San Francisco, and the discus- 
sions of these papers, has been published and distributed. 


“The report of the Committee on Archives includes the mem- 
oirs of six of the deceased Fellows—Drs. Norman Bruce Carson, 
Harry Craig Deaver, John Blair Deaver, Charles N. Dowd, Jules 
Lorthior, Charles Allen Porter. The memoir of Dr. Willy Meyer 
was not received until the Transactions had been bound, and it 
will appear in the next volume. 


“In order to more completely revise the list of Active, Senior 
and Honorary Fellows and keep these corrections up to date, 
the volume this year contains a slip making the request that the 
Fellows send to the Recorder any corrections that may be neces- 
sary in the data that we have. 


“It has been rather a surprise that no requests have been 
made during the last year for additions to our complimentary 
mailing list. The many changes that have taken place in the 
medical schools, libraries and hospitals during the last few years 
would seem to make necessary many additions to this old list, 
and I again call the attention of the Fellows that they should 
see that the institutions with which they are connected are 
placed upon this list. 


“Reference last year to the number of copies of former Trans- 
actions that were then on hand has resulted in many requests 
from Fellows and libraries. We have practically finished filling 
the requests as far as possible of the Fellows of the Association 
and of the American libraries, and are now trying to meet the 
requests from the foreign libraries. 


“A report submitted by William J. Dornan shows that we still 
have on hand in good condition, 886 volumes; in fair condition, 
163. We have distributed during the year 54 volumes which 
the publisher considers in good condition, and 26 volumes that 
were in fair condition, leaving still on hand 1,049 volumes. In 
addition to these bound volumes in good and fair condition, we 
have 290 volumes which are unbound and which contain the il- 
lustrations, and 520 volumes of flat sheets not containing the 
illustrations. There are still 213 copies of the Report of the 
Committee on Fractures undistributed, only four requests being 
made for this volume. The Recorder wishes to make clear that 
the only charges made for these volumes is a small amount for 
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the labor that may be involved in collecting the sheets and plates 
for the unbound volumes and for the crating and shipping. It 
has been a surprise that there has been so little demand for these 
old volumes and your Recorder cannot help but feel that if it 
were more generally known that they are available we might 
be able to get rid of most of them. 


“The Recorder wishes to again express his appreciation to the 
publishers, J. B. Lippincott Company, for their consideration 
and patience, and to Dr. Lewis S. Pilcher, Chief Editor of the 
Annals of Surgery, for his guidance and enthusiasm which has 
made it possible to maintain the high standard of these Trans- 
actions.”

REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


The report of the Recorder was read by Dr. Walter E. Lee, as 
follows: 


“The Recorder reports that Volume LI of. the Transactions of 
the American Surgical Association, containing the papers read at 
the 1933 Meeting, held af Washington, D. C., together with the dis- 
cussions of these papers, has been published and was distributed 
December 15, 1933. This: was the first time for many years that 
we have been able to place the Transactions in the hands of the 
Fellows in the same year in which the papers were read, and your 
Recorder wishes to acknowledge the fine cooperation upon the 
part of the Fellows that made this possible, and I hope that the 
standard set last year will be continued in the future. 


“The Report of the Committee on Archives includes the memoirs

“The many replies of the Fellows to the request sent each year 
with the Transactions that they furnish us, with the necessary data 
to correct the records has made the Volume more accurate and more 
valuable. The Recorder feels that the Fellows understand our 
reasons for asking for this information, because each year brings 
constant changes in hospital appointments, addresses, and honor- 
ary degrees that should be published.

With a two-fold object of: 

1. Providing an opportunity for younger men to be connected 
with the American Surgical Association before the usual age of 
admission to Active Fellowship and, 


2. To make it possible for the older men to be more closely 
associated with the younger men during their creative years. 


The Council recommends : 

That a group of fifty Associate Fellows be authorized, which 
will be composed: of men under forty years of age and graduates 
of at least five years standing from a recognized medical school, 
and who will have given evidence of being possible candidates for 
Active Fellowship in the Association. 


The Associate Fellows will have all the privileges of Active 
Fellowship except those of voting and holding office. 


Associate Fellowship will be limited to a period of five years. 
If at the end of this period a Fellow will not have been elected to 
Active Fellowship his membership shall cease, but he will still be 
eligible for nomination to Active Fellowship in the usual way. 


Not more than ten Associate Fellows will be elected in any one 
year. 


Associate lellows will not be required to pay the usual initiation 
fee of $50, but will pay yearly dues of $10. 


To make possible this group of Associate Fellowship, the Council 
recommends the following amendments to the Constitution and the 
By-Laws:

Active Fellows may be elected.”

“Associate Fellows must be under 40 years of age at the time of 
their election and graduates of at least five years standing of a 
recognized medical school and must have attracted attention as a 
possible candidate for Active Fellowship. 


“Associate Fellows shall have all the privileges of Active Fel- 
lowship except the right to vote and the privilege of holding 
office,

Dr. D. F. Jones moved that the recommendations of the Council 
be accepted.

Dr. Shipley, Chairman of the Catgut Committee of the College of 
Surgeons, spoke of the confusion and uncertainty that exists as to 
catgut. There are two committees: one for the College and one for 
the American Medical Association, and a number of reports are 
available as to sterility, tensile strength, absorbability and the possi- 
bility of an allergic-like reaction between catgut and tissues. 


He spoke of the excellent work being done by Dr. Frank L. 
Meleney, Chairman of the American Medical Association Committee, 
and suggested that united action of surgeons would promote the 
creation of a means of inspecting and certifying catgut. 
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It was moved by Dr. Shipley, duly seconded and, after amendment 
by Dr. W. J. Mixter to include all suture materials, carried that the 
American Surgical Association go on record as being in favor of a 
joint committee on catgut composed of representatives of the Ameri-

REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


The report of the recorder was read by Dr. Walter E. Lee, as 
follows: 


The Recorder wishes to again express his appreciation of the co- 
operation of the Fellows which made it possible to again distribute 
before the end of the year the Transactions, containing a report of 
the meeting held in New York City, June 3rd, 4th and 5th, 1937.

1. Your Committee has discussed this matter with the Chairman 
of the Committees of the American Medical Association and Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons. 


2. There is a marked variation in the suture materials put on the 
market by manufacturers in this country; this leads to great con- 
fusion and occasionally, we believe, to disastrous results. 


3. A uniform control of the sterility, durability and the labeling of 
the size of all suture materials is highly desirable. 


4. There exists neither facilities nor authority for this control in 
any of our national medical or surgical organizations. 


5. We feel that this authority should be in Washington under the 
direction of some federal administrative department such as the 
Bureau of Food and Drug Administration, the Council on Pharmacy 
and Chemistry, the Public Health Administration or the Bureau of 
Standards. 


6. Your Committee recommends that the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation approve of such national control and appoint a committee to 
endeavor, through the American Medical Association, to accomplish 
this result.

Independent sessions for the specialties are undesirable. 


3. Lencru or MEETINGs. 
Three full days, not including a Saturday, should be tried for two years. 


4, Srze or MEMBERSHIP. 


The future prosperity of the Association and its influence upon American 
surgery depend on the steady recruitment of new members of character 
and ability. The Committee urges upon all members the duty of nominat- 
ing such men. It believes that a much larger number of suitable candi- 
dates may be found irrespective of their connection with teaching clinics 
or large hospitals; and further, that men somewhat younger than the 
customary age should be considered. 


10. 
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If, with such a renewed stimulus to the nomination of new members, 
the Council finds itself confronted with pressure for admission of desirable 
men beyond the present limits of yearly increase, the Committee recom- 
mends that gradual enlargement, both of the total membership and yearly 
accretion, be approved by this Association.

Not recommended—only as co-authors of papers, as at present. 


Date or MEETINGS. 


Meetings should in general be held at the end of April or early in May, 
the time to be decided by the Program Committee. 


Priace oF MEETINGS. 
Meetings may be held at the judgment of the Council at a resort. 


EDUCATION. 


Education should be discussed. New and carefully thought out contribu- 
tions are desirable. When problems are acute the Association should 
provide opportunity for their consideration. There should be a Committee 
on Education consisting of five members, one replaced each year. This 
Committee should report each year. The report should be made on the 
dinner night. Adequate time for discussion should be allotted by the Pro- 
gram Committee and outside authorities may be invited to participate in 
the discussions. 


SyMPosIA. 


Symposia should be arranged at the discretion of the Program Committee, 
otherwise there is too loose a program. A central theme adds to the 
interest. 


Lenctu oF Papers. 


In general 15 minutes, as at present, but it is recommended that this may 
be modified (longer or shorter) in special cases at the discretion of the 
Program Committee. The Committee wishes to emphasize the fact that 
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a paper to be read is usually an abstract of what is to be published. It is 
therefore advisable to prepare one paper for publication and another for 
presentation. 


Discussion. 
Definite time should be allowed on the program for discussion, and spon- 
taneous discussion should be encouraged but held to the subject. One 
man at least should be prepared to discuss the paper. 
ABSTRACTS. 
Abstracts should be insisted upon at the time the title is submitted. 
ACCEPTANCE OF PAPERs. 


The Program Committee shall decide as to whether a paper should be 
accepted. 


Dinner Nicur. 
Subjects of general and educational interest may be presented at the 
dinner at the discretion of the Council; also such committee reports as 
call for thorough discussion. The dinner is not a suitable occasion for 
technical or clinical presentations, consequently the President’s address 
should not be delivered at that time. 


Invited guests should be requested to limit an address to a certain time, 
but with consideration as to the subject matter and personal distinction. 


The Council should meet, on the invitation of the President, at some time 
or times prior to the annual meeting. as has been done this year (1937- 
1938), in order that matters of importance may be adequately discussed, 
especially the consideration of candidates. 


Social entertainment should be curtailed. Nothing should be planned 
officially for the ladies. 


The President’s reception should be discontinued. 


The hospitality of the Association should be extended to more young men, 
who should be invited to participate in the discussion. 


The Committee on Annual Meeting should be abolished. There should be a 
Program Committee of five (three in addition to the President. and Sec- 
retary), one new member to be appointed by the Council each year. This 
Committee should have entire charge of the program and the enforcement 
of the details pertaining thereto as prescribed by the By-Laws. ‘They 
should organize annually at the President’s dinner. It is recommended 
that the whole Council attend the President’s dinner, which should be held 
early in the Fall and should constitute the beginning of the Association’s 
activities for the year.

The Report of the Council was presented by the Secretary, Dr. 
Mixter, as follows:

8. That Article III, Section 8, which at present reads, “Any active 
Fellow who has been an active Fellow for fifteen (15) years, or who 
has reached the age of sixty years, or for other reasons acceptable to 
the Council, may upon his application to the Council, be placed in 
the list of Senior Fellows. Senior Fellows shall not be required to 
pay any fees or dues,” shall be changed to read, “All active Fellows 
reaching the age of sixty years shall be transferred to the list of 
Senior Fellows. Any Fellow who has been an active Fellow for 
fifteen (15) years, or for other reasons acceptable to the Council, 
may upon his application to the Council, be placed in the list of 
Senior Fellows. Senior Fellows shall not be required to pay any 
fees or dues.” 


9. That in order to avoid the occasional delay which occurs in 
the return by the Fellows of the corrected stenographic records of 
their discussions of the papers read at the Annual Meetings of the 
Association, the Recorder be authorized to edit them for publication 
in the Transactions of the Association and the Annals of Surgery if 
they are not returned to him within a week after their receipt by the 
discussor.

Dr. Meleney as Chairman of the Committee for the Association 
gave the following report on the activities of the Joint Suture Ma- 
terial Committee in conjunction with the American College of Sur- 
geons and the American Medical Association: 


REPORT OF THE STERILE SUTURE COMMITTEE 
OF THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION 


The new Food and Drugs Act passed by Congress specifically in- 
cludes as drugs, surgical supplies which are sterilized and ready for 
use. 


The administration of this law is in the hands of the Food and 
Drugs Administration, which has the necessary funds, personnel and 
laboratory equipment to carry on a continuous control over sterile 
surgical supplies. ‘These supplies include suture material, gauze, . 
bandages and compresses, cotton, adhesive and the more recently 
devised adhesive gauze combination dressings, known as “band 
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aids.” The Food and Drugs Administration can purchase these 
materials on the open market continuously and test them in their 
laboratories. If they find them to be failing to measure up to the 
standards, the whole batch which they represent can be confiscated 
and its sale stopped. 


The United States Pharmacopoeia is named as the authority to 
which the Food and Drugs Administration may go for the details 
of standardization. The United States Pharmacopoeia has, there- 
fore, taken this responsibility and is preparing to set up standards 
for all of these goods. 


An Advisory Board has been appointed to formulate these stand- 
ards. This board is made up of the following men:

The board has announced its plan of procedure to all of the major 
surgical associations throughout the country and almost all of them 
have designated either Dr. McCoy or Dr. Shipley or myself as their 
representative on the board. 


The Advisory Board has had two meetings; one in November, 
1938, and the other in April of this year. At the first meeting, the 
board was aided by experts from the Bureau of Standards and the 
Department of Agriculture. At the last meeting, it was aided by 
representatives of the manufacturers. ‘Tentative standards were set 
up with regard to the tests for sterility and to certain physical prop- 
erties of catgut. The manufacturers have agreed upon uniform size 
and minimum tensile strength for catgut and certain other minor 
physical properties. There is very little difference of opinion with 
regard to the matter of sterility, but the question of absorbability is 
still a difficult one. There are, apparently, no animal tests that can 
be done to simulate conditions present in the human body after 
various operations. 
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It has been proposed that a laboratory test for the digestibility of 
catgut by a standard preparation of trypsin under controlled condi- 
tions of temperature and tension be used by the manufacturers to 
standardize their product from the point of view of digestibility. The 
present method of classification according to soft, medium and hard 
or according to a certain number of days which the catgut is’ sup- 
posed to hold tissues together is not entirely satisfactory. This is 
one feature of the standardization which will require further study. 
It seems possible, however, at, the present time to set up standards 
for testing the sterility of these products and if they meet with 
general approval, they will be incorporated in a supplement to the 
Pharmacopoeia this year. This will be accepted as the standard to 
which the manufacturers will be obliged to conform. 


With regard to silk, there is a great diversity of opinion in the 
matter of size and tensile strength. It is advisable to have a standard 
to which the various manufacturers will agree and we are anxious 
to get the opinion of the surgical profession regarding this matter. 
It would seem to me that the number of different sizes of catgut 
might be limited to eight or nine from 00000 up to 3 or 4 and the silk 
ought to be numbered in the same way. Certain minimum stand- 
ards of tensile strength could then be determined and the catgut 
and silk manufacturers would then compete with one another to in- 
crease the tensile strength or any of the other physical properties 
which may seem important. 


I feel confident that the control of these products will soon be in 


competent hands and I trust that this will result in great satisfaction 
to all of the members of the American Surgical Association. 


After discussion of the report by Drs. Eloesser, Reid, Whipple, 
W. J. Mixter and Henry Graham, the motion was made, seconded 
and carried that Dr. Meleney’s report be accepted. 


Dr. Evarts Graham gave the following report as the representa- 
tive of the American Surgical Association on the American Board of 
Surgery: 


REPORT ON THE AMERICAN BOARD OF SURGERY 


There have been so many questions asked about the activities of 
the American Board of Surgery, or rather, about the progress which 
is being made, that the officers of the Association felt it was desirable 
to have a statement made at this meeting. 
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I should like to say first of all that there were 1,570 applications 
received for the Founders Group of the Board. Of this number, 
after careful scrutiny in every way that the Board knew how to 
make of the fitness of these men for membership, certificates were 
given to 938. That is approximately 60 per cent of those who 
applied. I might say, however, that that is not really a fair indica- 
tion because of those who merely sent in applications and who had 
not already demonstrated the superior training and ability in surgery 
by being a member of the component organizations or by holding a 
professorship or an associate professorship in one of the recognized 
medical schools, a much larger percentage than 40 per cent were 
rejected. I cannot give you the exact figure on that amount. 


There have been 423 candidates submitted to examination, exclud- 
ing 86 who have just been examined in New York during the first 
three days of this week. Of this number there have been 205 who 
have finished Part II of the examination; the rest were examined 
only in Part I. 

There were 29.3 per cent failures in the examination. Possibly 
some of you may think this is not a high enough mortality; others 
may think that perhaps the mortality is excessive. At any rate, for 
the benefit of those who think that perhaps the mortality is not 
sufficiently high, I wish to call your attention to the fact that this 
examination represents really the third hurdle that the men have 
gone over who have taken it. The first hurdle, is as careful a scrutiny 
as the Board can possibly make concerning the man’s fitness to take 
the examination, that is determining his previous training, etc. 


The second hurdle, 1s a personal inspection of a man’s performance 
in the operating room, carried out either by a member of the Board 
or by some man already certificated by the Board in whom the Board 
has confidence. 

There have been a considerable number of rejections along the 
way. Therefore, when I state that there have been 30 per cent of 
failures in the examination, it would probably be more fair to say 
that 40 to 50 per cent of those men who have applied for the privi- 
lege of taking the examination have failed to make the grade. 


There are certain things that have come out that are of consid- 
erable interest in these examinations, and I would like to take a 
minute or two to dwell upon at least one of these points, because it 
is a matter which I think concerns every one of us here who is con- 
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cerned in any way with the teaching of surgery. We have found 
that, as a whole, the men are fairly good on their clinical surgical 
work. We have found that they are also fairly good in the exam- 
ination which is given them in anatomy. We find that in pathology, 
however, they are astoundingly weak, to a degree which is almost 
unbelievable. 


I should like to say something about my own experience, for 
instance, last Monday in this examination in New York. As part of 
the gross tissues which we had for examination of candidates, I had 
a fresh nodular thyroid which had been removed only two or three 
hours before. ‘The specimen was in excellent condition, and looked 
exactly like a specimen that had just been removed from the patient. 
There was nothing especially unusual about it. I examined nine 
candidates, to all nine of wHom I showed this specimen, because of 
the remarkable display of ignorance of gross pathology which the 
first candidate had shown. ‘The first candidate whom I had, told 
me that this specimen was probably a pancreas. I asked him if 
there was anything the matter with it, and he said no, he would 
regard it as a normal pancreas. 


Incidentally, with references to what has just gone on here before, 
I might say that I said, “Well, then, you think this is probably an 
autopsy specimen:” He said, “No, I understand that Doctor 
Whipple is removing the pancreas! This was probably removed at 
operation” — but it was regarded as a normal pancreas. 


The next man who saw this specimen said it was clearly a lipoma. 
A third man, not in succession but a little later in the series, said 
that he was not able to tell from what part of the intestine it had 
come, but obviously it was from the intestine, because it had in- 
testinal mucous membrane on it. 


I do not know what the explanation is of such appalling ignorance 
in gross pathology. I would have thought, before personal experi- 
ence with these examinations — we have had six of them now — that 
such a thing would have been impossible on the part of anyone who 
was performing general surgery. 


I might say that these three men. were not men who confine their 
work, we will say, to fractures or orthopedic work, or something of 
that sort, but they were men who were trying to qualify themselves 
in general surgery, including thyroid work.

My experience was not unique. The experience of all the other 
examiners was practically the same as regards pathology, and neither 
was the experience in New York unique. We have met with that 
experience all over the country where we have given these examina- 
tions. 


‘The importance of this observation, it seems to us who are teachers 
and who are conducting services for the graduate training in surgery, 
is that we must see to it that men who are spending a number of 
years in getting a graduate training in surgery, must have during 
their course of training sufficient experience in gross pathology to 
avoid such catastrophic ignorance as many of these men are 
presenting. 

We do fail these men in their pathology when they make the 
deplorable exhibits of themselves as these men have, and we compel 
them to take a re-examination in pathology. This has had a very 
wholesome effect. Some men who have failed in pathology, for 
instance, at a previous examination, come up again for a new exam- 
ination with the statement that now they have spent a year learning 
pathology, and I think almost without exception they have made a 
very creditable performance on their second appearance. 


I might say in reference to this fact, also, we have positive knowl- 
edge that in many instances courses of graduate training in surgery 
have been altered so as to provide for those men who are being 
trained in surgical careers, during their hospital work, long periods 
of uninterrupted time when they will get a pretty sound training in 
pathology, both gross and microscopic. 


I look upon this observation, which I have just cited in reference 
to pathology, as a most astounding discovery. I would not have 
thought that it was possible that young surgeons who otherwise have 
obtained a pretty good training, could have been so deficient in one 
of the fundamental features of surgery; namely, pathology. I feel 
that the fact that the Board has made this discovery will accomplish 
much good. I feel that if it has not accomplished anything else, the 
fact that it has made this discovery about the woeful lack of path- 
ologic training has perhaps more than justified its existence. 


I would like to say one more thing. This is in defense of the 
Board. There have been many criticisms of all kinds; you could not 
possibly think of a criticism that has not been leveled against the 
Board. The Board is glad to receive these criticisms and to do what 
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it can to correct them. We have been in existence only a little more 
than two years. We realize that the whole business is somewhat 
experimental from the standpoint of its operation. We realize that 
changes will have to take place in the ultimate procedure of qualify- 
ing men for this certificate. We do, however, hope that you will 
realize that this is an enormous task, that all of the members of the 
Board spend a very great amount of time on this work. We are 
very glad indeed to do it. We do not mind receiving the blows and 
the criticisms from it, but we do hope that you will be perhaps some- 
what charitable toward us for a year or two longer until we can get 
the whole affair perhaps working in a more efficient way. 

When I state that we have been working hard, I wish to tell you 
that the Board meets at least twice a year, and generally three times, 
for periods of three or four days. The work of the Board runs con- 
tinuously from nine o’clock in the morning until eleven o'clock at 
night, except for usually about an hour for lunch and an hour for 
dinner. Those of us who are ordinarily actively walking around and 
standing on our feet feel it a hard task to sit down for so long a 
period of time. 


Dr. Reichert presented the report of the Auditing Committee to 
the effect that the books and vouchers of the Treasurer had been 
examined and were found to be correct.

REPORT OF THE RECORDER 


The Report of the Recorder was read by Dr. Walter E. Lee, 
as follows: 


The steady increase in the number of papers actually read, to- 
gether with those presented by title, at the annual meeting of the 
Association, during the last few years has made it increasingly diff- 
cult for the publishers to place the Transactions in the hands of 
each Fellow before the end of the current year. 


The Transactions of 1939 were not mailed until January 3, 1940. 
This failure can in no way be attributed to the Fellows, because the 
Association, at the annual meeting in 1939, approved the Council’s 
recommendation that the Recorder be authorized to edit for publi- 
cation the stenographic records of the discussions of the papers read 
at the meeting, if they were not returned to him within a week 
following their receipt by the discussors. This made it possible to 
complete the Recorder’s work by July 15th. 


I wish to speak of the universal cooperation of the Fellows in 
the preparation of the Transactions. This has made it a fascinating 
task and I want to again express my appreciation of your help. 


In looking over the reports of the last few years, it will be noted 
that there is a gradual increase in the number of copies of the Trans- 
actions distributed. This is due to the increase in the number of 
Fellows, together with increasing demands from libraries and _ insti- 
tutions of all kinds, in this and foreign countries. Four hundred 
bound copies of the 1939 Volume were prepared and 351 copies were 
distributed, leaving on hand 49 copies. This may seem like a gen- 
erous number. However, there is a constant demand for old volumes, 
many of which we have not been able to meet because of the fact 
that the supply of extra copies of certain volumes has been exhausted.

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The report of the Program Committee was made by the Chairman, 
Dr. Mont Reid, who stressed the large offering of splendid papers 
presented for consideration and also emphasized the difficulty caused 
by the late arrival of papers received just before the time of closure 
of the program and asked the members to cooperate by forwarding 
their contributions to the program at an early date.

Report of Standing Committees: 


The report of the Sterile Suture Committee of the Association 
was made by Dr. Meleney as follows: 


“The Suture Committee has not met since the last meeting of the 
Association but has followed with interest and approval the progress 
which has been made in the establishment of standards for Sterile 
Surgical Products including catgut, cotton, gauze compresses and 
bandages made during the past year by the United States Pharma- 
copeeia. You may remember that all sterile surgical products have 
been included as drugs under the new Food and Drugs Act. It has 
placed the control in the hands of the Food and Drugs Administra- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture. The United States Pharma- 
copeeia is the standard for all drugs accepted by law. It therefore 
fell to the duty’ of the Revision Committee of the United States 
Pharmacopceia to set up standards for these products. 


An Advisory Board was formed, made up of five members, includ- 
ing Dr. George McCoy as Chairman, Dr. Walter Harrison, repre- 
senting the National Institute of Health, Dr. Louis Gershenfeld of 
the United States Pharmacopceia and Dr. Arthur Shipley and myself 
representing the surgical profession. This Board met on several 
occasions with representatives of the Bureau of Standards, the Food 
and Drugs Administration, the Army and Navy and committees of 
manufacturers. Preliminary standards were set up and circulated 
among all of the surgical associations of the country, including this 
Association, and modifications made according to the suggestions 
made. The final standards were set up and published in the Supple- 
ment to the 11th Revision of the U. S. Pharmacopceia on January 
Ist of this year. They will go into effect on July lst of this year and 
it will be required of all manufacturers to live up to these standards 
or face confiscation of their goods and legal action by the govern- 
ment. The Food and Drugs Administration will purchase specimens 
of these goods continuously throughout the country, test them in 
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their laboratories and find promptly any failures to measure up to 
standards and take action at once. 


With regard to catgut, standards have been set up for sterility, 
size, tensile strength, and ash. The standard for absorbability has 
not yet been established. An extensive study of this feature of catgut 
is being made and the standards will be set up as soon as possible 
—within a year we hope. Criticism has been made of these standards 
with regard to catgut sizes, which were based upon the well-known 
sizes from 5-0 up to 4. It is proposed to standardize silk sizes to 
correspond to catgut sizes with minimal tensile strength indicated 
for each size. The critics have suggested that the standard should 
have been primarily on the basis of tensile strength, and that this 
should be the same for both silk and catgut—the sizes then being 
secondary to tensile strength. 

Any suggestions from members of this organization will have very 
careful consideration. Amendments to the standards may, of course, 
be adopted at any time when they seem necessary.

The American Board of Surgery, Dr. Evarts A. Graham, Chairman, 
reported as follows: 


Attention was called to the large number of candidates that the 
Board is examining annually and the fact was stressed that the 
examinations this year showed very decided improvement in the 
knowledge of pathology. On the other hand, there was a definite 
lack of adequate knowledge of anatomy. It was felt by the Com- 
mittee that it was a serious indication of the growing tendency to 
remove anatomy from the curriculum of the medical schools. It 
appears that anatomy is being more and more cut down in the schools 
and there is a feeling by some that anatomy is useful only to the 
surgeon and therefore should be a graduate study. The lack of 
knowledge of essential anatomy for the man who is doing general 
surgery was evident at the last examinations. It is hoped that empha- 
sis placed on this deficiency by your Committee in this brief report 
will create a proper interest in the subject.

‘He also called attention 
to the recommendation by the Council that manuscripts of the papers 
accepted for the program must be in the hands of the Recorder one 
month before the meeting of the Association at which they are to be 
presented.

Report of Standing Committees: 


The report of the Committee of the American Board of Surgery 
was read by Dr. Allen Whipple, in the absence of Dr. Evarts Graham. 
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The report of the Sterile Suture Committee of the Association was 
made by Dr. Meleney, as follows: 


Your Committee on Sterile Sutures composed of Arthur Shipley, 
Mont Reid and myself has been following with interest the establish- 
ment of standards for all sterile surgical supplies by the United States 
Pharmacopoea. This has been at the request of the Food and Drugs 
Administration, which has been given control over these supplies 
which are now classified as drugs under the new Pure Food and Drug 
Law. This has been progressing steadily under the direction of the 
Revision Committee of the‘ United States Pharmacopoea with the 
advice of the Sterile Products Advisory Board of which Dr. Shipley 
and I have been members. 


As I reported to you a year ago, certain standards for catgut have 
already been established, namely, sterility, size and tensile strength. 
These were published in the supplement of the United States Pharma- 
copoea on January 1, 1940, and were to have gone into effect on July 1, 
1940, but at the request of the manufacturers, who had large supplies 
of goods in stock based upon previous requirements, the application 
of these standards was postponed until January 1, 1941. They are 
now in effect and any goods falling below these standards on periodic 
examination of goods purchased on the open market, are subject to 
seizure by the Food and Drugs Administration and the manufacturing 
firm subject to legal prosecution. 


The manufacturers, although they agreed to the standards set up, 
have already asked for a change in the standard for the tensile 
strength of the boilable catgut, for they are finding that some of 
their specimens are falling below the standard for the tensile strength 
over a surgeon’s knot. They claim that the brittleness of the boilable 
gut as it is taken out of the tube frequently causes a fracture at the 
site of the knot when weights, less than the standard requires, are 
applied. They have asked that we either lower the weight figures 
or permit the test to be made with a single throw of the knot rather 
than with the double throw of the surgeon’s knot. The Committee has 
not seen fit to lower this standard at the present time. 


The standard for absorbability has not yet been established and is 
still in the experimental stage. The Surgeon General’s office offered 
to carry out a large series of tests with the Kraissl apparatus in its test- 
ing laboratories in Brooklyn. A lot of laboratory equipment was pur- 
chased for them and set up in the Army laboratory but the officer 
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assigned to the task was sent elsewhere for some other duties and the 
chief of the laboratory informed us that they would not be able to 
carry out the tests. This apparatus has now been set up in the 
Surgical Research Laboratories at P. & S. in New York and Dr. 
Kraiss] and I will carry out the tests there during the coming year. 

We believe that the establishment of the catgut sterility standard 
will diminish if not completely remove unsterile catgut from the 
market and we hope that the important absorption standard will be 
established in the near future.

The Committee on National Preparedness of the Association has 
offered its services to the Medical Department of the Government. 
The services of the Committee were offered to the Surgeon General of 
the Army who acknowledged our interest and stated that he would use 
the Committee when the occasion arose. Members of the Committee 
as well as other members of the Association, have been used as 
individuals in the evaluation of surgeons throughout the country, in 
conjunction with the work done by the Medical Division of the 
National Research Council.

On motion made and duly seconded, the report of Dr. Mixter for 
the Medical Preparedness Committee was accepted. 
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The Committee to edit the Constitution and By-Laws, Dr. Charles 
G. Mixter, Chairman, reported that the Constitution and By-Laws had 
been revised, edited and distributed to the Fellows and the work of 
that Committee had been completed. The Committee was, therefore, 
dissolved. 


Dr. George M. Curtis brought to the attention of the Association 
the foundation of the Central Surgical Association which had been 
formed in the spring of 1940 by a group of Fellows of the American 
Surgical Association. This Association was designed particularly 
for the young men of the middle West and the adjacent Canadian 
provinces. 


“A year ago, at the meeting of this Association at St. Louis, the 
organization was established. Subsequent meetings were held at 
New York, at Detroit, at Chicago. Finally, on January 15 of this 
year, the Association was incorporated in the State of Ohio, the home 
of Dr. Roy D. McClure, who has been active in the founding of this 


organization. 


The first meeting of the Association was held at Ann Arbor, under 
the leadership of Dr. Fred Coller, the last of February and the 
first of March. Dr. Roy D. McClure was the first President of the 


organization. 


The next meeting will be held the last of February of next year at 
Chicago. 


The Association now has 150 members, 47 of whom are fellows 
of the American Surgical Association, and 103 of whom are young 
men scattered throughout the middle West and the adjacent Canadian 
provinces.” 


The President commented that in the opinion of the Council the 
formation of another surgical association is the solution of something 
which has agitated us for a good many years, namely, whether or not 
this Association should be very greatly enlarged to include more of 
the competent surgeons of the United States. The formation of these 
new associations gives the opportunity for meeting and for comparison 
of views among our surgeons without at the same time sacrificing by 
increasing any one association to too great proportions, at the expense 
of the social and intimate element that we prize so much.

Executive Session — The meeting was called to order at 9.20 A.M. 
by the President, Dr. Cheever. 


The report of the Council was presented by the Secretary, Dr. 
Mixter, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


The Council recommends: 


1. That due to the loss of dues from the operation of the rule that 
active fellows are placed automatically on the senior list at the age of 
60 years, the dues for the ensuing year be twenty-five dollars ($25). 
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2. That the first day of the calendar year be used in determining 
the time of advancement of fellows from the active to the senior list, 
and that the few months intervening between the first day of the year 
and the date of the annual meeting be disregarded. For example, all 
fellows born in 1880 would be placed on the senior list on January 1, 
1941, but none of the fellows born in 1881 would be so advanced. 


3. That the 1942 meeting of the Association be held in New 


Orleans, Louisiana. 


4. That the President appoint one of the fellows of this Associa- 
tion who is a member of the American College of Surgeons to serve as 
a candidate for the Board of Governors of the College of Surgeons. 


d. That at the request of the American Board of Plastic Surgery, 
Dr. W. E. Ladd be appointed for two years, Dr. Jerome P. Webster 
for four years, and Dr. Robert H. Ivy for six years, as representatives 
of the American Surgical Association to serve on that Board. 


6. That Dr. Frank L. Meleney be appointed for a term of three 
years to fill the vacancy on the Program Committee. 


7. That Dr. Evarts A. Graham and Dr. Allen O. Whipple be re- 
appointed to the American Board of Surgery for six years, but subject 
to modification by any decision of that Board when they meet whereby 
if there occurs a vacancy in this membership through resignation, that 


vacancy should be filled by Dr. Frederick A. Coller. 


8. That Dr. I. S. Ravdin be reappointed to the Committee on Educa- 
tion for a period of five (5) years. 


9. That Dr. Warfield M. Firor be appointed to the National Re- 


search Council for a term of three (3) years. 


10. That in the future a copy of all the papers on the program be 
submitted to the Recorder at least one (1) month before the annual 
meeting to permit of early publication in the Annals of Surgery. 


11. That if any paper submitted is considered excessively long by 
the Editorial Board of the Annals of Surgery and by the Program Com- 
mittee of the Association, it be revised to an appropriate length by the 
author or by the Recorder acting with the Editorial Board of the Annals. 


12. That the Council recommends that the American Surgical 
Association approve in principle the plan proposed by the Health and 
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Medical Committee of the Federal Security Agency to insure continu- 
ing and free flow of graduates from our medical schools during the 
present crisis, to the end that the need of the community and of the 
armed forces for trained personnel shall not suffer by operation of 
the Selective Service requirements. 


It was suggested by the President that the first eleven recommenda- 
tions of the Council be acted upon together and after presentation of 
this motion by Dr. Harvey and duly seconded it was unanimously 
carried. The twelfth recommendation was then brought before the 
Association and Dr. Abell as a member of the Health and Medical 
Committee of the Federal Security Agency read the Resolution of that 
Committee, as follows: 


(1) It is estimated that for the present training program, a minimum of 
4,500 and a maximum of 9,000 medical officers will be needed annually 
to replace those who have completed their year of military service. 


(2) It is estimated also that the Medical Reserve Corps as a source of such 
replacements will be exhausted in 1942. 


(3) For practical purposes this leaves only the graduates of medical 
schools as a continuing source of supply of medical officers. 


(4) If medical students are continued in school until graduation, the 
schools of this country will be able to provide about 5,000 physicians 
each year. It is estimated that approximately 1,500 of these will not 
be qualified for military service. This leaves only approximately 3,500 
medical graduates available annually to serve as Medical Reserve 
Officers in the National Training and Service program. 


(5) While the number of medical graduates seems reasonably adequate to 
meet the normal needs of the civilian population, the much higher 
ratio of medical personnel required by the military services (6.5 per 
1000 as compared to about 1.5 per 1000 for the civilian population) 
produces an annual deficit in available physicians. 


(6) If medical students are withdrawn from school for a year of military 
training as enlisted men, the flow of medical graduates will be 
retarded and the number of graduates available for service as medical 
officers will be reduced to the point that the military services will 
not be able to secure the physicians required for medical service in 
the present military training program. (Medical students who are 
inducted for a year of service as enlisted men will have discharged 
their obligation in connection with military service and cannot be 
required to accept another year of service after graduation). 


(7) The United States Navy has made provision to assure itself of the 
services of competent medical graduates by granting commissions as 
Provisional Ensign to juniors and seniors in medical schools who 
apply and are accepted for such commissions. 


(8) 


(10) 
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The Medical Department of the Army has been denied authority by 
the War Department to grant commissions as Second Lieutenants in 
the Medical Administrative Corps to juniors and seniors in medical 
schools in order that they might be available for commissions as 
medical officers upon graduation. The presentation of this request was 
evidence of the need of the Army for a continuing supply of medical 
officers; but, even if this request had been granted, it would have been 
inadequate to protect this irreplaceable source of supply of highly 
trained essential personnel. If only the present juniors and seniors 
are kept in school, the number of juniors and seniors after 1942 will 
be materially reduced and many of those in school will have served 
their required period of military training. 


Even though it may be possible to secure deferment through 
Selective Service for some medical students, the provision of a con- 
tinuing supply of essential professional personnel for the armed 
forces should not be dependent upon the understanding of these needs 
by 6,000 local Selective Service boards. 


The above remarks apply with equal force to the dental and veterin- 
ary personnel. 


WHEREAS: It is essential, for the purposes of the national defense, to main- 


tain a continuing supply of physicians both for the armed forces 
and the civilian population of the country; and 


WHEREAS: The maintenance of this supply of physicians is directly depend- 


ent upon the operation of the medical schools of this country 
with full quotas of students; and 


WHEREAS: The civilian and federal hospitals of the country require the 


services of recently graduated medical students as internes; and 


WHEREAS: Such interneship is considered an essential part of the training 


of physicians, and in many States has become a requirement for 
licensure; and 


WHEREAS: The Selective Service Act of 1940 does not provide for defer- 


ment or exemption of special groups (other than divinity 
students and ministers of the gospel) except as individuals in 
the case of those registrants whose services are essential in the 
defense industries and those whose activities are “necessary 
to the public health, safety or interest;” and 


WHEREAS: ‘The Selective Service Act provides for the exemption from 


service of “cadets of the advanced course, senior division, 
Reserve Officers Training Corps or Naval Reserve Officers 
Training Corps;” therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED: ‘That the Health and Medical Committee recommends to 


the Co-ordinator of Health, Welfare and other Activities the 
presentation of the following proposal to the Secretary of War 
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and the Secretary of the Navy as a mechanism for securing 
continuing and full quotas of students in the medical schools 
of the country and the further training of graduating medical 
students as internes in approved hospitals:- 

(a) The offer of appointment, to all physically qualified male 
students of the first two years in approved medical schools, 
as Medical Cadets in the Army or as Medical Midshipmen in 
the Navy, the appointments to date from acceptance of the stu- 
dents by medical schools and to continue only during the 
period of good standing in the school. Such Medical Cadets 
or Medical Midshipmen are to be designated as “cadets of the 
advanced course, senior division, Reserve Officers Training Corps 
or Naval Reserve Officers Training Corps.” 

(b) The commissioning of these Medical Cadets and Medical 
Midshipmen, on successful completion of the first two years of 
medicine, as Second Lieutenants in the Medical Administrative 
Corps, (Reserve) of the Army or as Medical Ensigns in the 
Navy (Ensign HC-V P), the commissions to endure only during 
the continued good stauding of the student. 

(c) The commissioning of these Second Lieutenants of the 
Medical Administrative Corps as First Lieutenants, Medical 
Reserve Corps of the Army, and of the Medical Ensigns as 
Lieutenants, j.g., Medical Reserve Corps of the Navy, on suc- 
cessful completion of the four years of medicine and receipt of 
the medical degree. 

(d) The ordering to active duty of these newly commissioned 
medical officers only for service as internes in an Army or Navy 
Hospital or only on completion of interneships (minimum dura- 
tion of one year) in an approved civilian or federal hospital; 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: ‘That similar procedures be recommended to 
apply to physically qualified male dental students in approved 
schools with appointment as Dental Cadets and Dental Midship- 
men and later commissioning as Second Lieutenants in the 
Medical Administrative Corps (Reserve) and as Dental Ensigns 
with promotion to First Lieutenants, Dental Corps (Reserve), 
U.S. Army, or as Lieutenants, j.g., Dental Corps, (Reserve), 
U.S. Navy, upon graduation and receipt of degree; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: ‘That similar procedure be recommended to 
apply to veterinary students in approved schools, with appoint- 
ment as Veterinary Cadets, commissioning as Second Lieu- 
tenants, Medical Administrative Corps (Reserve) with promo- 
tion to First Lieutenants, Veterinary Reserve Corps, U.S. Army, 
upon graduation and receipt of degree; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: ‘That in lieu of a year of active service as a 
medical officer in Army or Navy, these Reserve Officers be 
allowed to resign in order to accept a Commission in the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That after a year of active service in the 
Army or Navy these reserve officers (medical, dental, or veterin- 
ary) be allowed to resign only in order to accept commissions in 
other governmental agencies; (however, such officers may be 
placed on “inactive duty” in order to accept a position essential 
to “the public health, safety or interest.”) 


Dr. Abell emphasized the fact there was nothing compulsory in the 
Resolution but that it left the choice to the medical student as to whe- 
ther he would desire to become a medical cadet in the Army or a 
medical midshipman in the Navy or whether he would continue under 
the Selective Service Act as a draftee and take his term in the Army 
as a soldier or in the Navy as a sailor. Dr. Abell also elucidated other 
points in relation to the recommendation as presented above. Pro- 
visions in the recommendation of the Health and Medical Committee 
were discussed by Drs. Heuer and Walters. 


Dr. Darrach then proposed that the twelfth recommendation of the 
Council of the American Surgical Association be acted upon. After 
being duly seconded, the motion was unanimously carried.
